Bagmen beware! 


Very soon the heat’s going to be on as it never has before. 


The next guy to whom you sell your dim e bag ($10) of false 
joy (heroin) m ay just burn you—and he’s going to get paid for 
it in cash. You’ll never know who the actual “narc” (narcotics 
agent) w as that turned in your case even after you’re in pri­ 
son. The police will never tell you who the “narc” was, be­ 
cause they won’t even know. 


This threat directed m ostly at the hard-drug pusher (bag­ 
m an) is implied through a program called “Turn in a Pusher” 
(T IP ), spawned in Tampa, Fla. The Florida TIP program, 
sponsored not by the police, but by the business community, 
w as so successful that 42 states are planning sim ilar programs 
of their own. 


The planned West End TIP program will be known as WE- 
TIP. It was spearheaded by businessman Bill Brownell of On­ 
tario and introduced Dec. 16 at the Victory Circle Restaurant 
at Ontario Motor Speedway. Since then, the program has been 
gaining support from police departments, businessm en, service 
clubs, and individual citizens interested and now dedicated to 
eradicating the most serious drug m enace to society. 


“The response has been overwhelming. I’ve had to install 
two more phones since we started,” said Brownell. 
Since the initial meeting the WETIP board of directors, in- 
cluing Robert Smith of the West End Drug Abuse Council, 
Harold Huntington of Huntington Pharm acy, Ontario, William 
Gigante of KSOM Radio, Donald \e s e y of the JAVAMX Club 
of San Bernardino, and Miriam Eckert of Total Beauty Pro­ 
ducts, Wonderful V/orld of Wigs, Ontario, have begun appoint­ 
ing regional chairmen from each city in the target area. The 
target area includes all cities in the West End and Pomona 
Valley. 
The WETIP board will officially announce the nam es of the 
regional chairman and make plans to raise funds for the new 
program at 7:30 tonight in the Ontario City Library. 
Brownell explained the WETIP program will work this way, 
once enough funds are raised. 
Anyone who knows a pusher, how he works, and his clients, 
can pick up a telephone and call the special WETIP number. 
A pleasant voice at the other end says, “This is the WETIP 
line. Please do not give your nam e.” In fact, If the caller tries 
to give his or her name he will be cut off. The only name 
WETIP is interested in is the local drug pusher. 
The caller then tells the WETIP operator all the information

Blame Outside Agitators 
For Baton Rouge Flareup 
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City Under Curfew 


B A T O N R O U G E , La. 


(U PI)— M ayor Woodrow W. 
Dumas thought his city was 
imm une to racial violence. 
“We’ve worked very well 
together,” he said Tuesday. 
“ I 
haven’t 
even 
called 
a 
m eeting of the biracial com­ 
m ittee in alm ost two years, 
because we haven’t needed 
it.” 
Dum as found out Monday 
his city was not immune. To­ 
day, 800 com bat-helm eted Na­ 
tional 
G uardsm en 
patrolled 
the streets to prevent a recur­ 
rence of the gunbattle be­ 
tween blacks and whites that 
killed four men and injured 34 
others. 
The city was under a cur­ 
few until dawn and an em er­ 
gency decree m ade it against 
the law today for groups of 
more than three citizens to 
gather on the streets. 
Police said the city was 
peaceful Tuesday night, but 
an anonymous caller told au­ 


thorities a bomb was set to 
go of 
during the Louisiana 
State - Alabama 
basketball 
gam e at the LSU Assembly 
Center. 
LSU 
campus 
police 
con­ 
ducted a brief search of the 
building and found no bomb. 
The 5,000 spectators were not 
evacuated. 
The trouble Monday began 
as a black demonstration. It 
escalated to street 
fighting 
when white newsmen arrived, 
and turned into a shootout 
when police arrived. Police 
said they cam e to assist the 
newsmen, 
three 
of 
whom 
were beaten by the demon­ 
strators. Both sides claim the 
other side fired first. 
E i g h t blacks —including 
three from Chicago, one from 
Philadelphia and 
one 
from 
Los Angeles —were charged 
with the m urder of two sher­ 
iff’s deputies killed 
in 
the 
gunbattle. Dumas insisted the 
incident was caused by out­ 
side agitators. 


“ Baton Rouge is not a city 
of racial tension,” he said. 
“There are no racial over­ 
tones in this city.” 


Dumas and other city offi­ 
cials 
said 
black 
m ilitants 
from out of state cam e to 
take over the city and accord­ 
ing to written plans found on 
some of the 71 persons a r­ 
rested, intend to strike other 
small cities later. 
P o l i c e Chief Eddie O. 
Bauer 
said 
the

cam e to town last week and 
held organizational meetings 
to gain local support.

Computer 
Redistricts 
For $3,OCX) 


S A N DIEGO 
(U PI)—Lt. 
Gov. Ed Reinecke said Tues­ 
day that a com puter has com­ 
pleted a reapportionm ent stu­ 
dy for California which was 
done in a week and cost only 
$3,000. 
That w as about $747,000 less 
than the estim ated cost of 
drawing up plans by the state 
Senate and Assembly, all of 
which w ere vetoed by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, he said. 


Reinecke said the computer 
reapportionm ent of the state’s 
legislative and congressional 
districts was conducted by 
Compass Systems, Inc., and 
submitted to the state 
Su­ 
prem e Court. 


Reinecke heads a five-mem­ 
ber reapportionm ent commis­ 
sion which took over the task 
of coming up with an accep­ 
table plan. The Democratic- 
controlled legislature, whose 
plans were vetoed, have filed 
suit against the commission, 
calling it unconstitutional. 


The com puter formula fav­ 
ored by Reinecke had three 
main criteria: 
—All districts had to be 
drawn 
in a m anner which 
provides representation with­ 
out 
discrimination 
on 
the 
basis of race, creed or regist­ 
ration. 
—AH districts were to be 
contiguous and as com pact as 
practical. 
—And all districts had to be 
drawn without respect to par­ 
tisan registration. 
Reinecke said a unique fea­ 
ture of the plan was that 
“ thoughout the state it com­ 
bines two assembly districts 
to form a single senate dis­ 
trict, again saving tax dol­ 
lars.” 
He said the plan was met 
with mixed emotions by Rea­ 
gan because “ it does violence 
to incumbents,” but “ there is 
no way in the world he could 
veto this plan if it passed.”

SACRAMENTO (U P l)-T h e 
state Division of 
Highways 
has been accused by a sub­ 
com mittee of the “ Little Hoo­ 
ver 
Commission” 
of 
mis­ 
m anaging more than $100 mil­ 
lion in excess land. 


A full commission hearing 
will be held Jan. 26 at the 
Capitol to investigate the ac­ 
cusation, according to Com­ 
mission Chairman H. Herbert 
Jackson of Sacramento. The 
commission studies ways of 
m a k i n g state government 
more efficient and economic­ 
al. 


The 
subcommittee 
found 
“conclusive 
evidence” 
that 
the Division of Highways “ is 
not doing an adequate job 
with regard to m anagement 
and disposition of right-of-way 
property,” said subcommittee 
chairm an Nathan Shapell. 


“The result is a significant 
loss of revenue for the state 


and local government and an 
unnecessary drain on our tax­ 
payers,” said Shapell, adding 
that the situation has existed 
for at least 25 years. 
He urged the Division of 
Highways to adopt and imple­ 
ment sound m anagem ent and 
real estate practices.“ 
State Public Works Director 
Jam es 
A. 
Moe said 
steps 
have been taken in recent 
years to eliminate m ajor defi­ 
ciencies pointed out by the 
subcommittee. 
He said the 
full 
commission 
cited 
the 
same deficiencies in 1969. 
The subcommittee said it 
found: 
—There has been a “ loss” 
of excess parcels valued at 
more than $15 million which 
a re owned by the state but do 
not appear on the division’s 
inventory lists. 
—Parcels of land acquired 
for possible future highway 
use have been held for pe­ 


riods as long as 40 years 
without use. 


—Division headquarters’ po­ 
licies and regulations have 
been ignored or disobeyed by 
district personnel in many in­ 
stances. 
—Procedures 
and 
policies 
or excess right-of-way differ 
among various division dis­ 
tricts. 


—Local governments have 
suffered “untold loss of tax 
revenues since excess right of 
way properties are not being 
developed for their highest 
and best use.” It said such si­ 
tuations exist particularly in 
L o s 
Angeles 
and 
Orange 
counties and to a lesser ex­ 
tent in San Diego and San 
Francisco counties. 
—There is a lack of centra­ 
lized authority over the right- 
of-way excess land program 
resulting in ineffective m an­ 
agement of the program .”

Cambodian Brigade Disbanded 
By Consent of Officers, Men 


VALETTA (UPI) - British 
soldiers and 
civilians were 
warned to keep off the streets 
today in fear violence might 
erupt during demonstrations 
called by pro and antigovem- 
ment forces. 
Members of the opposition 
Nationalist party led by for­ 
m er Prim e Minister George 
Borg Olivier scheduled a rally 
today to protest Labor Prim e 
Minister Dorn Mintoff’s deci­ 
sion to order British troops 
off Malta. 
Pro-government newspapers 
today urged supporters of the 
Labor party, which has a one- 
vote majority in the 55-seat 
parliam ent, to come to the 
city with flags and posters. 


Politicians viewed the call 
as a move to offset the Na­ 
tionalist rally. 
Earlier, Nationalist sources 
said Borg Olivier had refused 
to let demonstrations be held 
for fear Mintoff would seize 
on them as an excuse to im­ 
pose a police state. 


Government sources said a 
message Mintoff sent to the 
British government Tuesday 
might have stated his willing­ 
ness to let British troops re­ 
main on the island past this 
original Saturday deadline.

TAY NINH, Vietnam (UPI) 
—The 2nd Brigade of the Cam­ 
bodian arm y has been dis­ 
banded by common consent of 
its 2,400 oficers and men — all 
of whom desserted their post 
in a Cambodian rubber planta­ 
tion, changed to civilian clothes 
and scattered into S. Vietnam. 
Some have been spotted in 
Cambodian arm y trucks head­ 
ing south for the Mekong Del­ 
ta with the apparent intent of 
blending in with the large po­ 
pulation of Cambodians there. 
The men of the 22nd fled 
their 
posts 
and 
abandoned 
many of their weapons when 
the South Vietnamese arm y 
pulled out of Cambodia over 
the last few days. 
“The commandment told us 
we were not strong enough 
to fight,” said a m em ber of 
the 22nd at Tay Ninh, a South 
Vietnamese provincial capital 
50 miles northwest of Saigon. 
“ He said 
we 
should 
all 
leave Krek. So we did.” 
Some of the brigade put on 
civilian clothes, the better to 


blend with the civilians who 
also pulled out fearing reta­ 
liation by the Viet Cong. 
A few American M16 rifles 
were 
kept 
by 
the 
fleeing 
troops but the more than 200 
C a m b o d i a n soldiers who 
made it into Tay Ninh had 
o n l y 
four 
such 
weapons 
among them. 
Some soldiers kept their mi­ 
litary clothing, but in a sepa­ 
rate bundle that presumably 
could be disposed of easily in 
case of a Viet Cong challenge. 
“ I think most of the Cambo­ 
dians want to return to Cam­ 
bodia” said Nguyen Van Kiet, 
information officer for Tay 
Ninh province. Kiet allowed 
scores of the refugees and de­ 
serters to cam p in his office 
courtyard for the past two 
nights. 
“ What they are doing is 
coming out of Cambodia, then 
going further south to re-en­ 
ter the country,” 
he 
said. 
“ Most of them say they are 
going back to Phnom Penh. 
“ This is very, very bad for 


the Cambodian arm y.” 
The only Cambodian troops 
left on the northeastern front 
a r e 
a 
handful 
stationed 
around the last South Vietna­ 
mese base still left there, said 
another officer. 
The South Vietnamese, Jor 
the most part, refused to dis­ 
cuss the Cambodian retreat, 
and to a man would not criti­ 
cize the Cambodians. 
“There is a lot of politics 
involved here,” said one offi­ 
cer at the Saigon arm y’s for­ 
ward headquarters h e re .;“ I 
just can’t talk about it* at 
all.”

children 
bathed in a fountain, while a 
m other dipped out one hand­ 
ful of rice from a pitifully 
small plastic bag. 
The handful of rice w as 
lunch for at least 15 people.

Heart Beat’ Detected 
Active Moon Volcanoes? 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(UPI) 
— 
Sensitive 
instru­ 
ments have picked up a lunar 
“ heart beat” that may indi­ 
cate volcanoes are still active 
on the moon, a geophysicist 
said Tuesday. 
Another scientist said a clo­ 
ser look at a gas cloud re­ 
corded 
last 
March 
leaves 
little doubt it was w ater va­ 
por that could 
have come 
from a moon geyser. 
“ We came to the moon with 
super stethoscopes to listen to 
her heart beat,” said Dr. Gary 
Latham of the Lamont-Doher- 
ty Geological Observatory at 
Palisades, N. Y. “ We found 
that her heart beat is feeble 
indeed relative to earth, but 
the 
moon 
isn’t 
completely 
dead.” 
Latham said seismometers 
left 
on 
the 
moon 
by 
the 
Apollo 12 and 14 astronauts 


registered the largest moon- 
quake ever last May 16. It 
was preceded by two days of 
little trem ors and then the ac­ 
tivity stopped abruptly after 
the big quake. 
“This kind of episode is ob­ 
served on earth in relation to 
volcanic earthquakes," Lath­ 
am said at the 3rd Lunar 
Science Conference. “ As the 
hot 
m agm a 
(molten 
rock) 
m igrates toward the surface, 
you get small events which 
gradually increase in am pli­ 
tude and finally as the erup­ 
tion occurs you get the lar­ 
gest 
event 
and 
then 
no 
m easureable seismic activity. 
“ Does this mean we have a 
seething volcano in the area 
of Crisum 
(Sea of Crises) 
which is the best place we 
can locate it? Well, we don’t 
have any visual evidence of 
it, but as yet I’m hoping that

geologists who are studying 
the photographs may com a up 
with it.” 
“ I would say that the evi­ 
dence is at least tantalizing 
that while the main episodp of 
lunar volcanism ceased 3 ‘bil­ 
lion years ago, it is by no 
means certain that we do not 
have continuing volcanism of 
a very minor scale on the 
moon.” 
Dr. Farouk El-Baz, of flel- 
1 c o m m 
Inc., 
Washington, 
D.C., 
said 
detailed 
photo­ 
graphs taken by Apollo 15 as 
it orbited the moon last sum ­ 
m er clearly showed what*ap- 
peared to be volcanic domes 
and cones. 
“ They appear to be very 
young compared to other fea­ 
tures, perhaps only 1-2 billion 
years old,” El-Baz said. “ We 
haven’t seen any active ones 
yet, but that doesn’t mean 
they couldn’t be there.” 
However, Dr. Thomas Gold 
of 
Cornell 
University, 
dis­ 
agreed with the suggestions 
that the moon could still have 
volcanic activity.

SACRAMENTO (UPI)—The 
University of California and 
state colleges would receive 
$748 million in operating funds 
under the budget Gov. Ronald 
Reagan proposed today. 
That is 13 per cent more 
than they now are receiving 
and 10 per cent less than they 
r e q u e s t e d . It represents 
roughly one out of every 10 
dollars the state will spend in 
fiscal 1972-73. 
About half of the increase 
would go for salary hikes of 
7.5 per cent for the faculty 
and 5 per cent for nonteach­ 
ing personnel. This would be 
the first faculty pay raise in 
two years. 
The schools had sought fa­ 
culty pay hikes of 13 per cent. 
Reagan’s 1972-73 UC budget 
of $376.5 million represents an 
11.7 per cent increase over 
the current year, and pro­ 
vides 159 new faculty. The 


university asked for 285 new 
teachers. 
S t a t e Finance Director 
Verne Orr said the admin­ 
istration was “very pleased” 
with the budget boosts be­ 
cause the UC “growth rate 
has stabilized” and there was 
no enrollment increase this 
year. 
The 9 campus system has 
an enrollment of 102,000 and 
is expected to have 107,000 
students in fiscal 1972-73. 
The state colleges would re­ 
ceive $372.1 million, a 17 per 
cent increase. The 19 state 
colleges have a current en­ 
rollment of 220,720 which is 
expected to increase to 232,- 
700 next year. 
The state college 
budget 
provides for 637 additional fa- 


culty, the colleges had asked 
for 1,519. 
Reagan proposed no general 
fund money for UC or state 
c o l l e g e construction. How­ 
ever, $80 million from the 
recently enacted state income 
tax withholding act has been 
earmarked for higher educa­ 
tion construction and is not 
shown in the budget. 
The budget message said 
there was not time to include 
the $80 million in Reagan’s 
plans, and that a spending 
proposal will be submitted to 
the legislature later. 
The budget proposes using 
some money it does not yet 
have to finance construction— 
$52 million for UC medical 
school facilities and $45 mil­ 
lion for community colleges. 


The community college mo­ 
ney would be raised through 
a $160 million bond proposal 
on the November election bal­ 
lot. Another $33 million for 
community 
college 
building 
would be financed by local 
districts. 
A total of $113 million is 
earmarked for university con­ 
struction, most of it from non­ 
state sources. Tuition would 
supply $34 million. 
Of the 
rest, $17 million would be 
available only if the voters 
a p p r o v e d a $294 million 
health sciences bond act in 
November. 
A similar bond 
proposal was rejected by the 
voters in 1970. 
Orr said the governor was 
“very firmly committed” to 
medical school construction. 


But he emphasized Reagan 
was “not in sympathy’’ with 
the $294 million bond amount. 
He said Reagan’s support 
during the election campaign 
will depend on whether UC 
will agree to legislation cut­ 
ting the size of the bond is­ 
sue. 


Congress Tie 


Another $25 million in bud­ 
geted UC construction money 
is still tied up in Congress. 
Reagan allocated $3.2 mil­ 
lion of the state college sup­ 
port money for “innovation 
projects’’ such as “weekend 
colleges” which would deter­ 
mine if the schools should 
teach 
“during 
times other 
than the normal schedule.” 
He also proposed using lim­ 


ited funds to see if libraries 
can be automated and if “ad­ 
vanced 
instructional 
equip­ 
ment” can be used to in­ 
crease the colleges’ efficien­ 
cy. 
Reagan’s budget would also 
increase state spending on 
state scholarship programs, 
boosting 
scholarship 
funds 
from the current $20 million 
to $28 million. 
At the elementary and sec­ 
ondary school level, Reagan 
proposed the creation of an 
‘ ‘ U r b a n Education Task 
Force” to study the problems 
of poverty and discrimination 
affecting schools. 
He also increased state sup­ 
port of the Drug Education 
Task Force from the current 
$180,000 to $380,000. 
$182 Million for Prisons, CYA 
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SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan today asked 
the

spending $127.8 million for the 
state prison system next fiscal 
year and to abolish housing 
for 1,538 convicts. 
The governor also proposed 
a $54.1 million spending pro­ 
gram for the California Youth 
Authority, an increase of $1 
million over this year’s level.

Cur­ 
rently it is estimated at 3.5 to 
1 at a cost of $4,527, and 
would be 2.5 to 1 at a per ca­ 
pita cost of $6,298 next year.

He called for spending $376.5 milion for operating the Uni­ 
versity of California, an 11.7 per cent increase; and $472.1 
million for the state college system, a 17 per cent increase. 
(The figures included salary increases). He proposed increas­ 
ing state scholarship programs from $20 million to $28 million. 
Community Colleges 
Reagan proposed increasing taxpayer-fed general fund sup­ 
port for the state’s 93 community colleges and their general 
governing board from $193.1 million to $218.7 million. 
State Employes 
Reagan earmarked $95.8 million for state employe, UC and 
state college faculty salary increases. State employes would 
receive $53.2 million; UC faculty members, $20.7 million and 
state college faculties, $21.9 million. 
Highway Patrol 
The governor proposed adding 45 uniformed California High­ 
way Patrolmen for duty on new freeways at Bakersfield, San 
Jose and San Diego along with 45 support workers such as 
radic dispatchers and clerks. The patrol would have a budget 
of $133 million, an increase of $3 million. 
Govemor-Legislature 
He asked the legislature to approve a $1.7 million budget for 
his office and submitted a $35 million budget for the legisla­ 
ture itself. The request was $32,000 higher than the current 
level for his own office and represented a 6 per cent increase 
for the lawmakers. 
Prisons 
Reagan called for $127.8 million for the state prison system 
and proposed closing prison space for 1,538 inmates. He said 
he will ask the ’egislature for an immediate $2 million appro­ 
priation to help pay guards and other prison workers hired 
recently on a crash basis. 
Water 
Noting the wind-down in construction of the California Water 
Project, he asked for $203.7 million for the Department of 
Water Resources, a reduction of $64 million from the current 
level. The project will be 99 per cent complete by July 1973. 
Agriculture 
In a proposed $359,179 spending program for the Department 
of Agriculture, Reagan called for a stepped-up attack on the 
pink bollworm and the beet leafhopper and reduced the woolly 
whitefly control program by $180,000. 
Ecology 
The governor requested the legislature to approve a total of 
$285 million for protection and enhancement of the environ­ 
ment, ranging from more forest fire helicopter crews to hiring 
more water pollution experts. 
Highways 
The governor proposed a $883.6 million spending outline for 
highways, including $642.9 million for major construction and 
improvements and $941,000 for environmental research and 
smog control.

in Tampa, shortly after its 1 IP program got off the ground, 
more than 4,200 anonymous tips were received, with an aver­ 
age of 30 cails a day coming in. The police to Nov. 23, 1971 
investigated 325 leads, and had made .15 arrests. 
^ 
Since then, 10 wete convicted and $1,600 has been paid out to 
secret informants. Many of the rewards were not even picked 
up, the informants leading police to believe that the arrest of a 
pusher was reward enough for the informants. 
Brownell said there is no reason to expect any less from the 
WETIP program once it begins. 
“While Tampa’s TIP program is only concerned with the 
hard drug pusher,” said Brownell, “we will be interested in 
the pill and marijuana pusher as well.” 
He said some parents object to the program, fearing small 
children will be arrested for selling pills. “ It is true that many 
of the younger children and teen-agers will get a lot of heat 
from the program,” he said, “but our main target is the older 
hard-drug pusher.” 
He said parents might head off a possible arrest of their 
children by contacting their local police department’s youth 
services bureau for information on local drug rehabilitation, or 
counseling programs available through numerous agencies in 
the Pomona Valley-West End area. 
“There are many, many of these agencies that can help the 
youngsters before they become too involved in using or selling 
drugs and narcotics,” Brownell said. 
He also suggested that many pushers, who sell only to sup­ 
port their habit, can seek help through adult drug rehabilita­ 
tion programs in the area before they become the object of a 
tipsters information. 
He added that persons having knowledge of where drug 
caches are hidden may tall the local police department and it 
will be picked up — with no questions asked. 
Brownell said the WFTIP program will be completely di­ 
vorced from any police department, it will not accept any 
federal funds, and allow no politics. “The money for this pro­ 
gram will come from the grass roots level only," Brownell 
said. 
He said that members of the board of directors, and the 
regional chairmen, will act as a task force to evaluate all 
inlormation received from tipsters, to determine if the persons 
named by the informants are pushers or users, and to decide 
how much each tip is worth if it leads to arrest and conviction 
of the pushers. 
Brownell said that because the program is complex many 
details must be ironed out by the board and interested citizens 
at tonight’s meeting. Some of the methods or paying infor­ 
mants and publicizing information are to be discussed.

State colleges came in for 
their biggest increase under 
Reagan, nearly putting them 
on a budget par with the Uni­ 
versity of California. Reagan 
set state college spending at 
$372.1 million, a 17 per cent 
boost. He raised the univers­ 
ity’s budget by 11.7 per cent 
to $376.5 million. 
Also in the state budget was 
$65 million in increased aid 
for local public schools, 
a 
bonus Reagan proposed in the 
i n i t i a l installment of his 
spending 
blueprint 
released 
Monday. 
The budget now must be 
considered by the legislature, 
passed prior to a newly estab­ 
lished June 15 deadline and 
implemented before the 1972- 
73 fiscal year begins July 1. 
The final installment of the 
two-part budget was for what 
Reagan termed “state oper­ 
ations”—such items as higher 
education, the various depart­ 
ments of government, the leg­ 
islature 
and 
highway 
con­ 
struction. The first part he re­ 
leased Monday was for “local 
assistance,” including welfare 
and Medi-Cal. 
The total budget averaged 
out to about $380 for every 
man, woman and child in Cal­ 
ifornia. The state operations 
third came to $2.7 billion and 
the local assistances part to 
$4.9 billion. 
Here’s how the taxpayer’s 
dollar would be spent—28.4 
cents for “human relations, 
including health and welfare; 
26.1 cents for elementary and 
secondary 
education; 
10.9 
cents for higher education; 
10.1 cents for transportation, 
primarily highway construc­ 
tion; 9.4 cents for shared rev­ 
enue with local government; 


6.4 cents for property tax re­ 
lief; 1.7 cents for natural re­ 
sources; 1.5 cents for agricul­ 
ture and related services, and 
5.5 cents for the rest. 
The biggest share of the tax 
dollar would come from the 
sales tax, 28.6 cents, followed 
closely by the income tax, 25.5 
cents. 
The budget document reve­ 
aled that the state anticipates 
ending the current fiscal year 
with a $46.3 million surplus, 
after having raised taxes last 
month by $501 million. State 
Finance Director Verne Orr 
called this a “very modest 
surplus” and said there were 
no plans to return the money 
to the taxpayers. 
The predicted surplus for 
the 1972-73 fiscal year was 
e v e n t h r e e times high­ 
er—$157.8 million. Partly be­ 
cause it is an election year, 
when spending tends to be 
more generous, the legisla­ 
ture was expected to pass 
more than ample expenditure 
programs to eat up that sur­ 
plus.

“this budget does not reflect 
the degree of austerity” he

Nixon Price Controls Hit 
Medicare T reatment Fees 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
White House tentatively has 
shelved most of an ambitious 
program 
designed

unemployed scientists to work 
solving 
problem

health, 
nutrition and food safety. 
“ We were told it didn’t sync 
(synchronize) with the bud­ 
get,” an official of one af­ 
fected agency told U PI. He 
said the negative word was 
given at a meeting Monday 
by White House aide Douglas 
R. Lord. 
Questioned by U PI, Lord 
said, ‘‘a substantial program 
has survived” the cuts. How­ 
ever, another participant in 
Monday’s meeting said all but 
one or two of a dozen or more 
projects relating to health, 
nutrition and food safety were 
eliminated from 
the 
fiscal 
1973 budget, which President 
Nixon will send to Congress 
Jan. 24. 
This source said Lord ex­ 


pressed White House regret 
at the action, not only be- 
c a u s e the projects 
were 
worthwhile but also because 
some could be “ highly vi­ 
sible” aids to President Ni­ 
xon’s 
reelection 
campaign. 
Lord held out hope the pro­ 
jects might be revived later 
this year or next, the source 
said. 
One program shelved by 
the White House was a prop­ 
osed $135 million effort to im­ 
prove food purity by identify­ 
ing factors likely to cause 
such hazards as last sum­ 
mer’s canned soup botulism, 
which killed a Bedford, N.Y., 
man. 
The program, proposed by 
the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration 
(FD A ), 
included 
item by item analysis of the 
nation’s food supply, better 
training of FDA inspectors, 
and research on food compo­ 
nents which might cause can­ 


cer, birth defects or reproduc­ 
tive problems. 
The 
h e a l t h 
proposes 
were part of an overall pro­ 
gram called “ New Technolo­ 
gy Opportunities,” 
planning 
for which was launched by 
the White House July 1. It 
was designed to achieve two 
objectives 
—new 
jobs 
for 
unemployed scientists, 
par­ 
ticularly those laid off by ae­ 
rospace firms, and scientific 
concentration an specific so­ 
cial goals. 
William M. MaGruder, who 
led the administration’s un- 
s u c c e s s f u l drive for con­ 
gressional approval of the Su­ 
personic 
Transport 
(SST), 
was switched to Nixon’s staff 
and put in charge of the pro­ 
gram. 
Officials 
declined to say 
whether other proposed pro­ 
jects within MaGruder’s pro­ 


gram were cut as severely as 
those relating to health, nutri­ 
tion and food safety. On Dec. 
20, M a G r u d e r ordered 
agencies involved in the pro­ 
gram to keep it quiet. 
“ Press contacts should be 
kept at the absolute possible 


minimum,” MaGruder said in 
a memo. One source said the 
secrecy was designed to give 
Nixon 
an 
opportunity 
for 
m a x i m u m publicity when 
—and if —he announced the 
program. MaGruder could not 
be reached for comment. 


State Med School Grads 
To Double in Ten Years 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)— 
The number of medical school 


graduates in the state will 
double by 1981, the California 
Medical Association predicted 


Tuesday. 
And, the association said, 
the number will increase at a 
faster rate than the popula­ 
tion. 


T h e 
CMA’s 
Bureau 
of 
Research and Planning said 
there were 488 graduates in 
1970 and in 1981 there would 
be 1,012 new doctors. 
Despite the 
increase 
the 
state will still have to import 
doctors 
to fill 
California’s 
needs, the bureau said. By 
1981, it added, there will be a 
need for 1,785 new doctors. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Doc- 
tors treating Medicare patients 
after July 1 will be reiumburs- 
ed by about $38 million less 
than would have been the case 
if President Nixon’s price con­ 
trols had not been in effect. 
Doctors who treat the na­ 
tion’s 19.8 million Medicare 
patients are paid from a fund 
to which both the patients and 
th e government contribute 
$5.60 a month. That payment 
will rise to $5.80 a month July 
1. 
The fees which the govern­ 
ment allows doctors to collect 
for treating Medicare patients 
are based on community stan­ 
dards and during 1971 those 
fees rose by 6.2 per cent. 
The 1971 fee schedules are 
important because they are 
the base period which the 
government used to decide 
what doctors can collect from 
M e d i c a r e during the 12 


months beginning July 1. But 
instead of allowing the 6.2 per 
cent increase which actually 
took place during the base pe­ 
riod, the Price Commission 
—in a little publicized ruling 
on Dec. 30 —decided to im­ 
pose a 2.5 per cent ceiling on 
the 1971 increase. 
Regular doctor fees also 
are under price control —with 
a 2.5 per cent ceiling on in­ 
creases. 
The ruling was announced 
in a memorandum from Price 
Commission 
Chairman 
C. 
Jackson Grayson to Elliot L. 
Richardson, 
secretary 
of 
Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare. A copy was made avail­ 
able to UPI on request. 
Behind the ruling was a 
push by Medicare officials for 
the Price Commission to give 
doctors a larger chunk of the 
1971 increase and to raise the 
monthly charge to the aged to 


$5.90 to cover It, according to 
i n t e r n a l HEW memoran­ 
dums.

“ Doing this would cause fis­ 
cal year 1973 (beginning July 
1) reimbursements for phys­ 
icians’ services ... to increase

Jackson Sees Need 
For 'Vast Center' 
To Be Represented 


NEW YORK 
(U P I)—Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson is counting 
heavily on Florida to prove 
he is a man in the political 
center, capable of winning the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation and defeating Presi­ 
dent Nixon in November. 
He 
entered 
New 
York’s 
June 20 primary Tuesday and 
he intends to campaign in 
other states this spring. But 
he made it clear that the 
hopes of 
most 
Democratic 
candidates including himself, 
will rise or fall with the 
March 14 primary in Florida. 
He said he had decided to 
seek the nomination because 
“ I felt very deeply there was 
a danger within the Demo­ 
cratic Party that the vast 
center would not be repre­ 
sented in the campaign. 
‘ ‘ M y 
nomination 
would 
bring back to the party more 
Democrats 
who voted 
Re­ 
publican,” 
he 
said, 
when 
asked about the possibility his 
nomination would split the 
party. “ When they leave (the 
party), they vote Republican 
—the bulk of them.” 
He 
expressed 
confidence 
that his position in “ the prog­ 
ressive center” would enable 
him to win in Florida, thus 
proving he could attract Dem­ 
ocrats who have left the party 
to vote Republican. South Flo­ 
rida voters tend to be more 
liberal. Those in the Northern 
part of the state are more 
conservative. 
“ It (Florida) is a political 
microcosm 
of 
the 
United 
States,” Jackson told the U PI 
Editorial Board during an In­ 
terview.

He feels the Florida prima­ 
ry also will provide a good in­ 
dication of the drawing power 
of Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace. 
He bristled at an earlier 
news conference announcing 
his New York race when it 
was suggested that he talked 
like Wallace and Nixon while 
campaigning in conservative 
Northwest Florida. 
“ What I say in Florida, I 
say in New York,” Jackson 
said. He favors school inte­ 
gration, he said, but he is op­ 
posed to school busing on a 
massive basis “ solely to ach­ 
ieve racial balance.” 
He told U PI editors that he 
felt a Democratic ticket with 
a black vice presidential can­ 
didate could win the election. 
S e n . 
E d m u n d 
Muskie, 
D-Maine, considered the Dem­ 
ocratic frontrunner with the 
nominating convention seven 
months away, has said the 
opposite. 
“ Twenty years ago we said 
a Catholic couldn’t win the 
White House,” Jackson said. 
The 
Washington 
Democrat 
helped Sen. John F. Kennedy, 
a Roman Catholic, 
shatter 
that barrier in 1960. 
Jackscn 
concedes 
he 
is 
trailing in most polls and still 
suffers from an image prob­ 
lem. 
Would he drop out of the 
race because of a poor Flo­ 
rida showing? 
“ No,” he said after a long 
pause. He would continue his 
quest in a few other primary 
states, Tennessee and Wiscon­ 
sin among them. 


Skydog Latest Idea 
To Fight Hijackers 


W A S H I N G T O N (U P I) 
— A i r p l a n e hijackers who 
have sidestepped weapons de­ 
tection devices, sky marshals 
an d 
psychological 
profiles 
may find themselves facing a 
different obstacle —the cold, 
quivering nose of a German 
shepherd. 
In a test sponsored by the 
F e d e r a l Aviation Admin­ 
i s t r a t i o n , dogs are being 
trained to sniff out explosives 
in airline luggage. 
FA A Administrator John H. 
Shaffer said today the govern­ 
ment will spend $34,000 to 
train four German shepherds 
and their handlers. At the end 
of a 20-week course, the dogs 
will be assigned to Washing­ 
ton National Airport and Dul­ 
les International Airport out­ 
side 
Washington, 
both 
of 
which are operated by the 
FAA. 
If the dog patrol works, 
“ the concept could be adopted 
by other airports thus further 
increasing the odds agai-nst 
successful hijackings or acts 
of sabotage,” Shaffer said. 
FAA officials said the dogs 
will not be sniffing passen­ 
gers boarding airliners with 
carry-on luggage. Basically, 
the dogs would be used to 
check luggage in the airport 
or in a jetliner’s cargo hold. 
But in the event of a bomb 
scare, 
the 
dogs 
could 
be 
brought inte the passenger 
compartment of the airliner 
to check for explosives. 
According to an FAA spo­ 
kesman, the dogs 
will 
be 


trained at the Canine Corps 
School of the Washington Met­ 
ropolitan Police Department. 
When they graduate, the 
dogs and their handlers, who 
will be police officers, will 
stage a 45-day test at the air­ 
ports to determine the effec­ 
tiveness of the idea 
Bomb scares are a con­ 
stantly recurring problem for 
the airline industry and the 
dogs can be expected to deal 
with some real threats, and 
not act simply as security 
checks on baggage. 
When the test if finished, 
the dogs will be turned over 
to the police, but left avail­ 
able to the FAA on request. 
The dog experiment is the 
latest attempt by the FAA to 
strengthen security 
at 
air­ 
ports. Officials are convinced 
that the hijacker must be 
stopped at the boarding gate 
if air piracy is to be blocked. 
Under a recently proposed 
rule, the airlines must submit 
their airport security plans to 
the FAA for approval. 
The FAA also is planning to 
bolster its inspection system at 
airline boarding gates by shift­ 
ing some sky marshals from 
riding jetliners to airport se­ 
curity duty. 
Shaffer is confident the ex­ 
periment with the dogs will 
work. 
“ Dogs already 
have 
demonstrated their effective- 
ness in a wide variety of law 
enforcement and security tasks 
and should prove a valuable 
addition to ground security 
systems at airports,’’ |je said

U-236 on Moon

W A S H I N G T O N (U PI) 
—President Nixon says his 
conferences with Western and 
J a p a n e s e 
leaders 
have 
strengthened 
allied 
unders­ 
tanding before his Peking and 
Moscow “ summits” ; but even 
administration officials con­ 
cede there are some cracks in 
this carefully constructed fa­ 
cade of mutual trust. 
Japanese Premier Eisaku 
Saot, after talking with Nixon 
in San Clemente, Calif., last 
week, said that despite the 
President’s 
assurances, 
he 
could not be certain until af­ 
ter the Peking meeting that 
Japan was not in for more 
diplomatic 
“ shocks.” 
And 
Japanese Ambassador Nobu- 
hiko Ushiba followed that by 
saying Nixon’s Peking trip 
might be “ the beginning of a 
precess of unravelling our 
mutual security in the Far 
East.” 
West European leaders, in 
particular German Chancellor 
Willy Brandt, were pleased 
by Nixon’s promise not to 
make a deal with the Soviet 
Union on troop 
reductions 
when he visits Moscow in 
May. But there was no evi­ 
dence the President ended 
„West European suspicions 
that America’s defense gua­ 
rantees are becoming less va­ 
lid as Nixon prepares to dick­ 


er with the Communist nucl­ 
ear powers. 
These and other sour notes 
in the allied chorus have not 
diminished the worth of the 
President’s meetings with the 
leaders of Canada, France, 
Britain, Germany and Japan 
during the past five weeks. 
Vital To Confer 
On the contrary, even crit­ 
ics of Nixon’s foreign policy 
acknowledge it was vital for 
him to confer with the major 
allies before his trips to China 
and the Soviet Union. 
Supporters and opponents 
alike agree that had Nixon 
failed to touch base with the 
principal allies, it would have 
heightened 
the 
impression 
created last summer that the 
President intended to bypass 
old friends in pursuing his 
new diplomatic approach to 
Moscow and Peking. 
This impression stemmed 
from his sudden announce­ 
ment in mid-July, 
without 
even a previous hint to clo­ 
sest allies, that he had ar­ 
ranged to visit Peking. It was 
intensified by Nixon’s action 
a month later in slapping a 10 
per cent surcharge on all im­ 
ports and demanding revalua­ 
tion upwards of foreign cur­ 
rencies to lessen the unfavo­ 
rable U.S. balance of trade. 
N i x o n ’ s unexpected an­ 
nouncement of his Peking vis­ 
it was particularly traumatic 
for Britain and Japan. 


Britain always had enjoyed 
a special position in Washing­ 
ton’s confidence and, to put it 
in simplest terms, its feelings 
were hurt. For the Japanese, 
it was a more substantial 
blow. They had continued, at 
U.S. 
request, 
to 
maintain 
strong relations with Natio­ 
nalist China on Taiwan. And 
they had a firm commitment 
from Nixon in 1969 to consult 
with them before he under­ 
took any major change in 
China policy. 


It is obvious now, despite 
a n y communique rhetoric, 
that the degree of trust be­ 
tween Washington and Tokyo 
—as well as Washington and 
London —never will be quite 
the same. 
P r i m e Minister Edward 
Heath made it clear at his 
meeting last month with Nix­ 
on 
in 
Bermuda that 
the 
“ special 
relationship” 
be 
tween the two countries would 
have to be abandoned as Bri- 


tain prepares to enter the Eu­ 
ropean Common Market and 
becomes far more integrated 
into continental affairs. 
Sato emphasized that he 
felt Nixon’s approach to Pek­ 
ing left Japan free to under­ 
take every effort to establish 
diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Mainland China before the 
United States does, possibly 
renouncing the peace treaty 
with 
Nationalist 
China 
to 
speed the process. 
One major result of the five 
Nixon conferences with allied 
leaders was to underline the 
fact that the Cold War ba­ 
lance, with the United States 
and Russia the two poles of 
power in a divided world, is 
c h a n g i n g because of the 
emergence of additional po­ 
wer centers in West Europe, 
Peking and Tokyo. 


Nuclear Japan 
Administration officials, in­ 
cluding Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, have ack- 


nowledged publicly that this 
new alignment of power is 
coming. But they have not yet 
addressed themselves to such 
problems as whether Japan, 
the No. 3 industrial power in 
the world and one of the ma­ 
jor trading nations, can con­ 
tinue to rely on American 
nuclear protection or ulti­ 
mately must become a nucl­ 
ear power on its own. 


Nixon, in seeking to create 
a positive atmosphere at his 
conferences with the various 
leaders, used them to make a 
c o u p l e of announcements 
which were already in the 
works and could have been 
handled by the White House 
press officer under other cir­ 
cumstances. 
Nixon used his 
meeting 
with Premier Georges Pom­ 
pidou in the Azores to an­ 
nounce he would ask Con­ 
gress to approve a limited de­ 
valuation of the U.S. dollar. 
The meeting with Pompidou 


was particularly appropriate 
for this, from the public rela­ 
tions standpoint, because the 
French premier had been the 
most insistent of the allied 
leaders that such a step be 
taken. 


Surcharge Stopped 
The President announced 
his plan to remove the un­ 
popular 10 per cent import 
surcharge at his Bermuda 
meeting with Heath, provid­ 
ing some spice for what oth­ 
erwise was a relatively dull 
exchange of views concerning 
the obvious. 
T h e 
White 
House 
an­ 
nounced, after the Sato-Nixon 
conference, that a “ hot line” 
teletype communication would 
be established between Wash­ 
ington and Tokyo. This was a 
gesture intended to assure the 
J a p a n e s e of closer con­ 
sultation in the future but it 
was clear that Sato and his 
aides remained skeptical. 
Despite the fact that Nix­ 


on’s meetings left unresolved 
many major problems troubl­ 
ing the allies, administration 
officials contend the Presi­ 
dent made considerable prog­ 
ress in repairing frayed rela­ 
tions and eliminating some of 
the concern over 
possible 
fruits of his Peking and Mos­ 
cow trips. 
So far as concerns the do­ 
mestic political effect of Nix­ 
on’s five “ mini summits” , 
there appears to have been 
little if any. 
In the first place, their im­ 
pact on American readers 
and listeners was lessened by 
the 
fact 
that 
they 
were 
overshadowed 
by 
a 
news 
media devoting more space to 
the India-Pakistan war and 
the subsequent disclosures of 
U.S. diplomatic strategy in 
that affair. 
More fundamentally, how­ 
ever, the judgments on Nix­ 
on’s foreign policy will have 
to wait until after he has 


been to Peking and Moscow. 
Those judgments also will de­ 
pend on what he is able to do 
about ending the Vietnam 
War by the time he faces re- 
election in November. 


Expect Little 
Nixon’s initiatives on the 
foreign policy front have in­ 
creased his support for the 
time being, but this could 
evaporate quickly if things go 
wrong on the foreign front 
and he fails to achieve any 
significant 
progress 
during 
the coming year. That is why 
the President and his top 
aides repeatedly emphasize 
that no spectacular devel­ 
opments should be expected 
from the Peking meeting, and 
hold out only limited hopes 
for some success at Moscow. 
They realize that if the pub­ 
lic begins to expect too much, 
a lack of progress could re­ 
sult in decisive disadvantage 
to the President when all the 
results are in.

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TORONTO (U P I)- It lite­ 
rally was a scene straight out 
of the movies. 
In a film televised here 
Monday night, Dean Martin, 
as detective Matt Helm, yan­ 
ked open the door of a freezer 
and out tumbled the frozen 
body of shapely blonde. 
Four youths, inspired by 
the movie, decided to break 
open a mysterious, 
sealed 
freezer in their own dining 
room. Inside, behind the tur­ 
key pies and vegetables, was 
the frozen body of a young, 
dark-haired woman. 
Police identified the body, 
suntanned and clad in shorts 
and halter, as Grace Evelyn 
Todd, 34. Her husband, David 
W i l f r e d Todd, 
38, 
was 
charged with noncapital mur­ 
der. 
Police said the body had 
been in the freezer about six 
months. 
Todd had brought the free­ 
zer with him when he moved 
into the home of Catherine 
Cassidy, 15, and her brother 
Charles, 21, on Dec. 1. 
When the Cassidy children, 
along with 
John Moore, 19, 
and Layne Jackson, 18, pried 
open the freezer “ we could 
see the whole body, with the 
head 
wrapped 
in 
towels.” 
Cassidy said. 
“ We saw a wedding ring on 
her finger and we decided it 
must be his (Todd’s) wife,” 
Moore added. 
Police said Mrs. Todd had 
been reported missing Dec. 21 
by her mother, a resident of 
Burlington, Ont., although she 
had not been seen since late 
July by neighbors of the 
northeast Toronto home she

shared with Todd last sum­ 
mer. 
Neighbors said that when 
they questioned Mrs. Todd’s 
absence they were told she 
was visiting her mother in the 
United States. 
Police said preliminary ex­ 
amination of

shot through the head with a 
.22 caliber rifle. A complete 
postmortem was delayed until 
the body thawed. 
The Cassidy children met 
Todd, a truck driver, through 
a neighborhood drop-in center 
he and his wife were running.

Lunar Rocks Yield 
Element Neptunium 


CHICAGO (U PI)—Scientists 
at Argonne National Labo­ 
ratory 
announced 
Tuesday 
they have found the element 
neptunium in rocks brought 
back 
from 
the 
moon 
by 
Apollo 14 astronauts. 
The also said that Ura­ 
nium-236, an isotope which 
had not previously been ob­ 
served in nature, has been 
found both in lunar samples 
and earth ore. 
Detection of the neptunium 
for the first time in lunar ma­ 
terial and of U-236 in both lu­ 
nar and terrestrial rock was 
made by sophisticated mass 
spectrometers which may be 
available only in the Atomic 
E n e r g y Commission’s Ar­ 
gonne Laboratory, the scient­ 
ists said. 
Paul R. Fields, director of 
Argonne’s chemistry division, 
said the discovery “ adds to 
our catalogue of things that 
exist in nature ... It opens up 
a 
w h o l e 
new 
area 
of 
research.” 
“ Our work will extend to 


meteorites because the earth, 
moon and meteorites appar­ 
ently have a common origin,” 
he said. 
The findings were reported 
in a paper released here 
Tuesday and to be presented 
Wednesday at the National 
Aeronautics and Space Agen­ 
cy’s third Lunar Science Con­ 
ference at the Manned Space­ 
craft Center near Houston, 
Tex. 
The scientists said neptu­ 
nium, a radioactive metallic 
element chemically similar to 
uranium, was the first trans­ 
uranium element to be identi­ 
fied in lunar material. 
lis discovery in the moon 
samples, they said, was made 
possible by the extreme sen- 
stitivity of Argonne’s 100-inch 
mass spectometer. 
Fields said he and his col­ 
leagues — Herbert Diamond, 
Donald 
Metta, 
Charles 
M. 
Stevens and Donald J. Rokop 
— were surprised to find 
U-236 on the moon —and in 
much greater abundance than 
on earth. 
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Judges Not Setting 
Obscenity Standard 
New Draft Rules Issued 


NEW 
ORLEANS 
(U P I)- 
Judges of the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals said Tues­ 
day they would not rule on 
what is obscene. They or­ 
dered juries in their six-state 
jurisdiction to make such de­ 
cisions “as much as possible 
on objective facts.” 
“We cannot determine what 
the people of a state or the 
nation consider as their limit 
of candor and their capacity 
for trash,” said Judge Homer 
Thornberry in the court’s opi­ 
nion. “We find ourselves com­ 
pletely incapable of ruling on 
this issue.” 
The decision came in the 
case of Dallas book dealer 
William 
Groner, 
who 
had 
been convicted of transporting 
obscene books across state 
lines. 
The 
Appeals 
Court 
granted Groner a new trial. 
The judges said even the 
Supreme Court decisions on 
obscenity, for the 
past 
15 
years are not uniform. 


The opinion said the judges 
could not rule on what con­ 
stituted “the community stan­ 
dard of decency at this or 
any other time. 
“ If such a standard exists 
at all, we would expect that it 
would be in a constant evolu­ 
tionary and even revolutiona­ 
ry flux. 
“Without 
some 
guidance, 
from experts or otherwise, we 
find ourselves unable to apply 
the (constitutional) standard 
with anything more definite 
or objective than our own 
personal standards of pru­ 
dence and decency, standards 
which should not and cannot 
serve as a basis for either 
denying 
or 
granting 
first 
amendment protection to this 
or any other literature.” 
“This court will seek to 
base its judgments as much 
as possible on objective facts. 
The government’s burden of 
proof necessitates its furnish­ 
ings the facts to the court.”

Men between 26 and 35 who 
may have forgotten they still 
are liable for the draft may 
be surprised to receive new 
draft cards in the mail soon 
saying they are now classified 
1-H. 
It does not mean they are 
about to be called up. The 1-H 
classification is simply a new 
holding category for dormant 
records. 
The change was one of a 
series —most of them affect­ 
ing 
conscientious 
objectors 
—issued today by the Selec­ 
tive Service System. 
In another change, young 
men approaching their 18th 
birthdays will now have 60 
days instead of five in which 
to register for the draft. Offi­ 
cials said they had no need 
for speedy registration and 
t h e 
r u s h 
could 
be 
in­ 
convenient for a youth who 
was vacationing or extremely 
busy studying for exams dur­ 
ing that period. The new re­ 


gulations expand the regist­ 
ration period to 30 days on ei­ 
ther side of the 18th birthday. 
Legality Feeble 
In a third change, young 
men no longer will be re­ 
quired to get permission from 
their local draft boards before 
leaving the United States. Se­ 
lective Service officials said 
that while the rule had never 
been tested in court, lawyers 
felt it was on rather feeble 
legal 
ground. 
Furthermore, 
officials in the new regime of 
Draft Director Curtis W. Tarr 
considered the rule unreaso­ 
nable. 
As for the older registrants 
aged 26 to 35, they have been 
required to notify their draft 
boards of any medical, marit­ 
al, 
occupational 
or 
other 
changes that 
might 
affect 
their draft status. Actually, 
the rule rarely has been en­ 
forced —and few men even 
know of its existence. 
The new rule putting these 
men in the dormant 1-H cate­ 


gory simply makes the rule 
conform to reality, Selective 
Service officials said. “The 
files will be put in the bottom 
drawer and the local boards 
will try only to keep the ad­ 
dresses current,” one official 
said. 
The men theoretically can 
still be drafted, but in prac­ 
tice it would take a conflict of 
World War II proportions to 
put them in khaki, officials 
said. 
Some 26 to 35-year-olds may 
get new cards from 
their 
boards specifying they are 
now 1-H, but the boards are 
not required to mail out the 
cards, the officials said. 
Chance to Criticize 
The changes were published 
to give the public a chance to 
review and criticize them. As­ 
suming there is no outcry, the 
proposed changes will take 
affect in mid-February. 
A total of eight changes in 
rules governing conscientious 
objectors were among the 11 


changes published. The rules 
affecting COs replaced prop­ 
osals published in November 
that raised a flurry of objec­ 
tions and led Tarr to w it* 
draw and redraft them. 
Under the redrafted rules, 
the Selective Service agreed 
to order that local boards put 
in writing the reasons for ad­ 
verse decisions —such as re- 
j e c t i n g a plea for con­ 
scientious objector status. In 
November, Selective Service 
had said the reasons would be 
g i v e n only if a written 
request were received. 
The new rules also ntajte 
clear that a registrant may 
appeal any decision of a local 
board made after a personal 
appearance. After the Novem­ 
ber 
rules 
were 
published, 
many critics charged that Se­ 
lective Service was trying to 
r e m o v e that long-standing 
right of appeal. Officials said 
this was not their intention 
but rewrote the rule to clarify 
the right of appeal.

Democratic Convention 
Small States Win 
Delegate Strength

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
controversial reform formula 
which weighs delegate voting 
strength at next July’s Demo­ 
cratic nominating convention 
in favor of the smallest states 
was given a Supreme Court 
go-ahead this week. 
The Court —sitting as a 
nineman bench for the first 
time this term —refused with­ 
out comment to hear a chal- 
enge of the new appointment 
system initiated by groups of 
Democrats from the larger 
states. 
This let stand a federal ap­ 
peals court decision which 
overturned a federal district 
judge’s finding chat the re­ 
form procedure was uncons­ 
titutional. 
At issue was the adoption 
by the Democratic National 
Committee of an apportion­ 
ment formula for the July 10 
convention at Miami Beach. 
It would allot 46 per cent of 
the 3,016 delegate votes on the 
basis of state-by-state party 
voting turnout in the 
last 
three 
presidential 
elections 
and the remaining 54 per cent 
on the traditional electoral 
college vole based on general 
population and overall Con­ 
gressional strength. 
Files Suit 
A group of party leaders 
from New York, California, 
Connecticut, the District of 
Columbia and Americans for 
Democratic Action filed suit 
claiming the apportionment 
violated the Court’s one man, 
one vote edicts on equal rep­ 
resentation. 
In general, the convention 
formula would give Demo­ 
crats in low population states 
such as Alaska greater dele­ 
gate representation than for 
those in the highest populated 
states. The large states would 
be allowed fewer delegates 
and the small ones more than 
in 1968. 
The electoral college basis 
of the new system would in­ 
sure that the smallest states 
would have a set minimum of 
delegates no m atter what the 
party’s voting strength was in 
such states. 
U.S. District Judge June L. 
Green ruled in Washington, 
D.C., June 16 that the for­ 
mula 
was 
“discriminatory, 
without rational basis and un­ 
constitutional.” But the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals over­ 
ruled her on Sept. 30 and the 
Supreme Court’s refusal to 
accept the case settled the 
matter. 
Full Strength 
In its first business session 
of 1972, the Court was brought 
’ to full strength as new asso- 
ciate justices —Lewis F. Ro­ 
well Jr* and William H. Reb- 


nquist — took their seats on 
the high bench. 
The two latest nominees of 
President Nixon sat in on oral 
arguments in two cases in­ 
volving the constitutionality of 
state systems which allow cri­ 
minal convictions by the non- 
unanimous vote of less than 
12 jurors. The issue arose on 
appeals 
from

As Powell and Rehnquist 
filled out the bench, Chief 
Justice Warren 
E. 
Burger 
eulogized the late associate 
justice John M. Harlan who 
died Dec. 29 after retiring be 
cause of cancer. 
In addition, a posthumous 
opinion by Harlan figured in 
Monday’s proceedings. Prior 
to his retirement, he wrote 
the majority opinion which 
dismissed as moot a proxy 
fight case in which Dow Che­ 
mical Co. refused to allow its 
shareholders to vote on the 
manufacture of napalm used 
in the Vietnam war. 
Other Actions 
The Court took these other 
actions: 
—Agreed to decide whether 
the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) had au­ 
thority to 
rule that 
large 
cable television systems must 
originate a substantial portion 
of their programming or end 
operations. Tbe FCC appealed 
to the high court for hearings 
after a federal appeals court 
struck down such a ruling 
last Spring. 
—Agreed to determine if it 
is 
unconstitutional 
for 
the 
government to deny visitor 
visas to foreigners who advo­ 
cate the doctrine of world 
communism. A lower three- 
judge federal panel held that 
the refusal of a visa to Bel­ 
gian Marxist scholar Ernest 
Mandel to lecture in 
this 
country denied U.S. audiences 
opportunity to hear him and 
debate his views. 
—Refused to interfere with 
lower court rulings that a 
group of labor 
unions 
on 
strike againstethe Los Angeles 
HeraldExaminer 
conducted 
an illegal secondary boycott 
when they conducted a strike 
against another Hearst pper, 
the San Francisco Examiner, 
in 1968.

Whereas, 
without considering the op­ 
tions, you let your heart rule 
your better judgment and re­ 
membering Custer, picked the 
Redskins to whip the Cow­ 
boys. Still undaunted, you set 
out to become a coach for the 
Miami Dolphins. 
“ The award which we bes­ 
tow upon you at this time is 
not to laugh at you, but to let 
the world know that you have 
learned to laugh with us. May 
you always have the ability to 
stir the sporting public’s emo­ 
tions. and we will always re- 


cognize you as America’s No. 


1. sports fan,” the telegram 


read. 


“ Wrong - -Way” Marshall, 


now of the Minnesota Vikings, 
received the trophy in 1965 
for picking up a fumble and 
running nearly the length of 
the field in the wrong direc­ 
tion to score a safety for his 
opponents.

H uge Burst of Energy 
Massive Clouds 
Ejected by Sun 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Scientists disclosed Tuesday 
that a recent explosion on the 
sun, first of its kind ever 
photographed, 
hurled 
into 
space m assive clouds of hot 
material 20 to 40 times the 
size of the earth. 
They were blasted from the 
sun’s atmosphere at speeds of 
600 miles a second. Their ki­ 
netic 
(motion) 
energy was 
equivalent to the power that 
would be required to supply 
U.S. electrical needs, at cur­ 
rent consumption rates, for 
more than a million years. 
This amount of energy, ex­ 
pressed another way, is com­ 
parable to that of 100 million 
20-megaton H-bombs. 
Luckily for the earth, the 
eruption 
occurred 
on 
the 
sun’s far side. Had the clouds 
been hurled directly at this 
planet, they would have trig- 
g e r e d 
magnetic 
storms, 
blacked out long range com­ 
munications, disrupted navi­ 
gation systems, and gener­ 
ated 
brilliant 
auroral 
dis­ 
plays. 
Could Effect Rotation 
So massive were the clouds, 
each containing about a bil­ 
lion tons of matter, that they 
might even have had a slight 
effect on Earth’s rotation pe­ 
riod. 
Scientists believe that such 
explosive expulsions of matter 
from the sun are not uncom­ 
mon. But this one, which oc­ 
curred Dec. 13, is the first 
ever directly observed by vi­ 
sual means. 
It was photographed by a 
s e n s i t i v e television tube 
aboard an Orbiting Solar Ob­ 
servatory 
(OSO-7) 
launched 
by the National Aeronautics 
a n d 
Space 
Administration 
(NASA) Sept. 29. 
The photograph was made 
possible by a “ white light co- 
ronagraph,” a device which 
simulates a solar eclipse and 
makes visible events which 
otherwise would be drowned 


in the overall brilliance of the 
sun. 
The coronagraph was de­ 
vised by the Naval Research 
Laboratory (NRL) to blot out 
the overwhelming light from 
the 
sun’s 
central 
disc. 
It 
enables OSO-7 to study more 
explosions in the sun’s co­ 
rona, or atmosphere, 
in 
a 
matter of months than as­ 
tronomers have been able to 
see 
during 
solar 
eclipses 
since the beginning of history. 
Streamers Seen 
Vast 
stream ers 
of 
ener­ 
gized, million-degree gas cal­ 
led plasma were seen pouring 
from the sun by OSO-7 on 
Dec. 13. These streamers, ex­ 
tending up to four million 
miles from the solar surface, 
apparently exploded into the 
gigantic clouds blasted into 
space. 
NRL scientists said at a 
news conference that although 
the clouds were aimed away 
from the Earth, some of their 
charged particles did 
swirl 
around 
and 
arrive 
in 
our 
neighborhood three and a half 
days later. 
Their arrival was recorded 
by ground observatories 
in 
Australia, the Soviet Union, 
and the Philippines. 
Apparently they were asso­ 
ciated with a 
m ajor 
solar 
flare of the sort believed to 
constitute a hazard for astro­ 
nauts or travelers in high alti­ 
tude supersonic transports. 
Scientists hope the OSO-7 
will prove to be a dependable 
monitor of such eruptions and 
a means of determining in ad­ 
vance their effect on Earth. 
Since the sun is a vast labo­ 
ratory for study of plasma 
physics, 
the 
science 
which 
may lead to harnessing of 
H-bomb fusion reactions, the 
NRL scientists also hope ob­ 
servations by OSO-7 may help 
mankind to develop a pollu- 
tionfree method of supplying 
its 
future 
power 
require­ 
ments.

Television Repairman 
Finally Gat the Picture 


In September of this year I was operated on and was in 
critical condition for a time, and upon my release from the 
hospital I had to remain in bed near an oxygen tank. So being 
bedridden my only recreation was to watch television. 
Since we did not have a TV in our bedroom, my husband 
located an ad for used TVs and purchased one. My husband, 
an aerospace employe, was unemployed for 13 months at that 
time, so money was scarce for us, as it was for a lot of others. 
We could not afford an expensive used set, but we found a 
man who had quite a selection of sets, who told my husband 
he repairs and sells them at his home. 
His repair shop was in his garage at the time, he seemed 
honest enough and we trusted him. My husband bought a $20 
TV, brought it home, plugged it in, we watched it for 15 min­ 
utes, and out it went. He immediately called the man and 
asked for our money back but the man told us he had already 
spent it and would sell us a better set, which we of course 
couldn’t buy because of our financial condition. 
He said he'd give us our money back in two weeks, so there 
we sat with a dead TV set and out the $20 we borrowed to buy 
the set. We waited two weeks and he gave us another excuse 
and he has not, to this day, given us our money back. 
He told us he worked for a storage company and buys the 
sets from their stock of unclaimed furniture, repairs them and 
sells them. So he must have had an income from his employ­ 
ment and from selling sets. 
We called the Chino City Hall to see if he had a license to 
repair and sell TVs and was informed he had not, so they sent 
him a letter and he became very bitter. My husband then told 
him we were taking him to small claims court and the man 
told him he was moving to Texas and we’d never locate him. 
Can you see what you can do? We told him we would con­ 
tact Action Line but he said, “Action Line will never make me 
give you the money.”—L.D.S., Upland. 


The name he gave you was fictitious but by taking a short 
drive to his neighborhood we were able to find out his identity. 
We then wrote to him but our letter was returned. So we 
wrote again to his wife, notifying her of the federal and state 
laws we believe her husband had violated and informing her of 
the various agencies we would turn our files over to if he did 
not return your money. Good sense apparently prevailed, the 
man picked up your faulyt TV, and you have your $20. 
We also wrote Co the storage company, whose legal depart­ 
ment advised us the company had no record of this man ever 
having been employed. The company said its legal department 
would follow up and we sent a copy of its letter to your TV man. 
Action Line, after reviewing our files on this case, has de­ 
cided to let this matter drop. There were extenuating circums­ 
tances: the TV man was also unemployed and was trying to 
support his family by selling used television sets. He, like your 
husband, has found a job, and we feel there will be no repeti­ 
tion. Difficult times force people do do things they probably 
wouldn’t do under more serene circumstances. 


P O M O N A — Richard

not take a stand until they 
had been informed of the 
request. 
“We have faced a very 
serious situation in Pomona 
for a number of year,” Owens 
said. “I think it would be pre­ 


sumptuous of the city council 
or the board of education to 
endorse any resolution to re­ 
peal (A.B.) 725 until we see 
w h a t t h e administration 
comes up with in terms of an 
integration program.” 
Supt. Robert R. Wentz said 
the board had made its stand 
on integration very clear last 
month by ordering a staff-di­ 
rected study of integration 
procedures. 
The Wakefield bill would re­ 
peal a measure passed last 
year that puts portions of the 


Education Code, dealing with 
school integration, into law 
effective March 1972. 
The integration bill, spon­ 
sored by Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam Bagley, R-7th Dist., re­ 
quires school officials to de­ 
velop ways of more equally 
distributing students of vari­ 
ous ethnic and racial back­ 
grounds if the Department of 
Education finds that certain 
schools in a district have a 
racial or ethnic enrollment 
“significantly” out-of-balance 
with the district average. 


Wakefield contends thait the 
measure “was cunningly de­ 
signed to promote costly bus- 
i n g programs” throughout 
California. 
Owens charged 
that the 
Wakefield measure is “pre­ 
sumptuous” and a “mass cop- 
out,” and said that the Bag­ 
ley measure would not re­ 
quire mass busing. 
Wakefield asked the city 
council to consider supporting 
his bill through a circular let­ 
ter mailed to a number of 
community governments. 


My husband died in July at a local hospital after an oper­ 
ation.

I thas 
been four months, which is an awful long time to wait for the 
results of an autopsy and a death certificate. I’m glad we 
didn't need it to bury him!—Mrs. M.M. 


“According to our records,” said an officious lady from the 
health department, “the certificate was mailed out more than 
a month ago. We have it recorded right here. It was Oct. 22.” 
“ But it has not been received,” we repeated for the third 
time, trying hard to penetrate her bueaucratic mind. 
“ But we mailed it on Oct. 22. We have it recorded right here 
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We finally were able to convince her that the certificate 
may, in fact, have been lost, and persuade her to issue a 
duplicate. A representative of Pollock Mortuary made a spe­ 
cial trip into Los Angeles, and within 24 hours after you wrote 
to us you had the necessary certificates.

Schabarum noted that the 
council had called for con­ 
struction of the civic center 
by a 3*2 margin but that a 
“substantial segment of the 
community” would like to see 
it put to a vote of the people 
because of the high cost of 
the project. 
Mayor Frank Haven, one of 
the backers of the center, 
spoke against the bill in the 
Rules Committee shortly be­ 
fore it was sent to the floor to 
be voted on. 
He said that the city could 
lose nearly $1 million in ar­ 
chitecture and land acquisi­ 
tion costs if voters turn the 
civic center proposal down. 
Haven admitted that if the 
proposal is approved inflation 
could add another $500,000 to 
the current cost estimate. 
The city has already sold 
$5.9 million worth of bonds to 
a San Francisco finance firm 
and plans to break ground for 
the new structure in Febr­ 
uary or March.

local employes can expect 
lump sum payment from Los 
Angeles County between Feb.

Board members approved a 
resolution asking the County 
for an advance not exceeding 
$800,000 to meet March and 
April employe payrolls. 
The amount will be bor­ 
ro w e d against April tax 
receipts at slightly less than 
three per cent interest. 


Dist. Supt. James Johnson 
s a i d sufficient funds are 
available for Feburary pay­ 
roll purposes, but added that 
there is “real concern about 
meeting the July payrolls.” 
This loan will be the second 
such request — $700,000 was 
borrowed against December 
1971 tax receipts — dictated 
by the lack of a cash reserve 
in 
the 
district’s 
operating 
budget. 
A sealed bid of $90,159 was 
tentatively accepted pending 
final State approval on the 
sale of the San Dimas Ele­ 
mentary School Site. The bid, 
the only one received, came 
from William and Robert L. 
Baum of Baum Toys, Inc. of 
La Verne. The company plans 
to use the buildings and site 
for warehouse and storage 
purposes. 
On the up-coming tax in­ 
crease election scheduled for 
March 7, the board noted that 
one-third of the eligible voters 
in the district still remain un­ 


registered as the Jan. 13 reg­ 
istration deadline nears. 
Citizens’ Committee mem­

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EDITORIALS 
W as U.S. So Stupid? 


Critics of the Nixon administration have had a 
field day with Indira Gandhi’s brutal, if brief, war 
with Pakistan. We caused the war by giving aid to 
Pakistan over the years, and did nothing to prevent 
it. Once it started, we blundered idiotically by blam­ 
ing India and then by sending the Enterprise and 
other ships into the Bay of Bengal. So the critics 
said. 


In his Christmas weekend column, William Ran­ 
dolph Hearst gave this diatribe a much needed ven­ 
tilation. Readily admitting that there could be valid 
criticism of our involvement at all in the affairs of 
the Asian subcontinent, Hearst categorically under­ 
cut the plaints of liberal media and Congressional 
doves. He pointed out, for example: 


Rather than abetting the war, for years this nation 
worked through the Southeast Asia Treaty Organ­ 
ization to maintain peace. 


Even though President Kennedy approved in 1962 
a secret agreement with the then President Ayub 
Khan to defend Pakistan specifically against Indian 
aggression, we have since 1947 also given India $10 
billion in aid, $700,000 of it in 1970. Anti-India? 


The United States and all other UN mem­ 
bers—except Russia and its nine satellites—voted 
that India’s armed invasion of East Pakistan was a 
flagrant breach of the peace and an inexcusable 
direct inteference with the interior affairs of a 
neighbor. Did the liberals and doves blame the UN 
majority for blaming India? Silly question. 


As to “gunboat diplomacy,” what would the liber­ 
als and doves have had to say if British planes had 
been 
unable 
to 
evacuate 
American 
nationals 
stranded in Dacca, in our absence? And where were 
the howls against the Russian flotilla prowling the 
same waters? 


Don’t expect any answers or explanations. The 
doves and the liberals will have other things to criti­ 
cize by the time you ask questions. 


Business Killers 


Many communities and local governmental units 
seem bent on regulating and taxing local businesses 
to death. The taxes often come in the form of li­ 
cense fees and often the regulations involved are 
nothing more than business-killing nonsense. 


Consider, for example, the proposal of one county 
in the state of Oregon which would establish a for­ 
midable array of fees and controls over service sta­ 
tion operation of tow trucks. Not only would the 
operator have to pay an exorbitant license fee for 
the “privilege” of operating a tow truck, he would 
also have to meet requirements that” . . . could 
drive small operators out of the business.” Among 
these requirements are such things as rear dual 
wheels and at least 150 feet of cable. One tow truck 
spokesman said, “Most tows need no more than 75 
to 100 feet of cable, and single rear wheels are 
preferable in some snow and other situations.” In 
addition, a tow truck operator under the proposed 
ordinance would be required to maintain 24-hour 
service which again would put some of the smaller 
operators out of business. 
Multiply the experience of the tow truck operators 
in one county in Oregon by the similar experiences 
of a thousand and one different kinds of small busi­ 
nesses throughout the United States and there is no 
escaping the conclusion that shortsighted, local law­ 
making is a destroyer of jobs and opportunities for 
countless thousands of people. If consumer protec­ 
tors want to do something useful why don’t they 
begin a movement against laws, licenses and taxes 
that undermine the livelihoods that must exist be­ 
fore there can be consumers?

January got its start with the hilarity and hang­ 
overs of New Year’s Eve, so it isn’t too strange that 
it should be host to some of the lighter observances. 


Take the Louisiana Yam Supper Season, for in­ 
stance. Or if that isn’t your dish, how about Silent 
Record Week, or Save the Pun week, which start 
things off? No? OK, January 2 to 8 honors old 
movie comedians Laurel and Hardy as Cuckoo 
Dancing Week. And January 7 is Millard Fillmore’s 
birthday. (Millard who?) And on the 15th they’ll be 
staging the Benjamin Franklin Birthday Kite Flying 
Competition in Philadelphia. 


But like Janus, the two-faced god for whom it was 
named, January can look in two directions. The 
serious view is that this also is National Blood Do­ 
nor Month. 


What a significant way to serve one’s fellow man, 
sharing one’s own blood. Yes, they do all sorts of 
things to it to sterilize it and depersonalize it. But 
when it goes into another individual’s vein it carries 
with it a special gift, literally from the heart. A 
share of strength to help the weak. A gift only each 
of us can give. 


January, February, all the months should be 
blood donor months.

Judge Nixon- 
Sato Summit 


SAN CLEMENTE — What 
can be scored for the meeting 
b e t w e e n Japan and the 
United States, now ended be­ 
yond the official rhetoric, will 
not be known until well into 
the future. But, given the bit­ 
terness souring the relation- 
s h i p 
between 
Tokyo 
and 
Washington only two months 
ago, it can be judged at 
least a partial success. 
The very 
act that Prime 
Minister Eisaku Sato came 
here with a retinue of 28, in­ 
cluding three cabinet mem­ 
bers, was a triumph of sorts. 
This made Sato a member of 
the summit club, and by all 
accounts he was pleased and 
flattered by the Nixon wel­ 
come. He will retire when the 
Okinawa reversion treaty is 
final, and the meeting was, 
therefore, a capstone to a ca­ 
reer of leadership in the re­ 
birth of Japan. 
Halfway House 
No m atter how resolute the 
promises the President gave 
the Prime Minister, the Japa­ 
nese will wait with ill-con­ 
ceived anxiety to see what 
transpires in Peking beginning 
Feb. 21. They hope the Presi­ 
dent will achieve a halfway 
house between the normaliza­ 
tion of diplomatic relations 
and the development of trade, 
t r a v e l 
and cultural 
ex­ 
changes. 
Such a halfway house would 
serve the Japanese as a use­ 
ful model for their own begin­ 
ning relations with Peking. It 
would quiet the clamor of the 
left parties and 
a 
faction 
within Sato’s Liberal Demo­ 
crats pushing to get on with it 
and let Taiwan go hang. More 
important, it would open the 
way for Japanese industrial­ 
ists, with the backing of large 
government loans, to revive 
the flourishing prewar trade 
with mainland China. 
Whether Peking will settle 
with the United States, to say 
nothing of Japan, for a con­ 
venient halfwwav house raises 
a very large order of doubt. 
The Nixon-Sato summit has 
helped to make clear that the 
President is taking one of

in 
American diplomatic history. 
In a death-defying act he has 
put his head in the dragon’s 
mouth. If he emerges un­ 
scathed he can take a well- 
d e s e r v e d bow before the 
whole world. 
Peking Attacks 
With the Red China visit 
drawing nearer and even as 
an advance party works on 
the 
all-important 
television 
arrangements, 
the 
Peking 
radio intensified its attacks: 
America is a wicked impe­ 
rialist power. America’s rid­ 
dled by corruption and con­ 
tradiction in the midst of a 
recession with the impove­ 
rished many and the affluent 
few. America is decadent, fi­ 
nished. 
This fustian is discounted 
as meant only for the Com­ 
munist powers 
that 
China 
woos. The conviction anchor­ 
ing all the plans for the visit is 
that Peking, given the mas­ 
sive Soviet threat, needs the 
Nixon visit at least as much 
as does the President for his 
own special reasons. 
If the Japanese have their 
hopes they also have their 
fears, and it is hardly neces­ 
sary to add that those fears 
were not entirely allayed dur­ 
ing the two days at San Cle­ 
mente. The nightmare that 
has haunted them since the 
Peking announcement takes 
the following form. The Prei- 
dent is persuaded by Chou 
En-Lai and Mai Tse-tung to 
make a deal meaning the 
relatively speedy opening of 
diplomatic relations between 
Peking and Washington. Tai­ 
wan and Chiang Kai-shek are 
abandoned.

S e c r e t diplomatic cables 
demonstrate graphically how 
the United States used the 
threat of large-scale military 
aid to Pakistan as a psycholo­ 
gical weapon against India 
during the recent South Asian 
war. 
The cables also show that, 
while direct U.S. arms ship­ 
ments to Pakistan were ruled 
out from the start, the United 
States came within an ace of 
providing backdoor weapons 
assistance through several of 
Pakistan’s Arab allies. 
The backdoor scheme was 
never adopted, but the cables 
show that the United States 
wanted India to continue to 
think the possibility was im­ 
minent,

The most revealing of the 
cables was addressed to the 
American Embassies in Saudi 
Arabia and New Delhi: 
“ In view of intelligence re­ 
ports spelling out Indian mi­ 
litary objectives in West Pa­ 
kistan, we do not want in any 
way to ease GOI’s (Govern­ 
ment of Indian’s) concern re 
help Pakistan might receive 
from outside sources. 
“Consequently e m b a s s y 
should give GOI no repeat no 
assurances re third country 
transfers.’’ The secret cable 
was signed by Undersecretary 
of State John Irwin. 
Another cable from Irwin to 
the U.S. Embassy in Jordan 
shows that King Hussein was 
under heavy pressure from 
Pakistan for arm s aid and 
that he, in turn, was putting 
the heat on the United States 
to help furnish it. 
“You should tell King Hus-

There are all kinds of meth­ 
ods of communication, but how 
does a 
President 
of 
the 
United States communicate to 
the people a comprehensive 
review of his third year in of­ 
fice? 
Herbert G. Klein, director 
of communications for the 
executive 
department, 
has 
just issued a 34-page summa­ 
ry, single spaced, covering 
the principal fields in which 
the administration claims ac­ 
complishments 
were 
made 
during the year for the bene­ 
fit of the people. No news­ 
paper, of course, had the 
space to publish the document 
in full and probably only a 
few thousand copies were dis­ 
tributed. The review covers 
not only what was done in 
1971 but many of the things 
which were started in 1969 
and 1970. 
Review Itemized 
The items are divided as 
follows: leadership for pros­ 
perity; 
leadership for law, 
justice and opportunity; lea­ 
dership for youth and aging; 
leadership 
for 
tomorrow’s 
needs; leadership for agricul­ 
ture and the environment; 
leadership 
for 
health 
and 
drug abuse control; and lea­ 
dership for peace. 
Considerable space is given 
to the impact of the ending of 
the 
Vietnam 
war 
on 
the 
economy and the effect on re­ 
turning veterans who have 
been seeking jobs while busi­ 
ness is depressed. One bill to 
which attention was called is 
the Emergency Employment 
Act of 1971, providing $1 bil­ 
lion for some 125,000 new fed­ 
erally supported jobs in such 
fields as health, education, 
law enforcement, 
sanitation 
and public works, with job 
priority given to veterans. 
It is noted that the Presi­ 
dent put various measures 
into effect to improve the em­ 
ployment picture, 
including 
“the stimulation of low and 
moderate-income housing, in­ 
creasing east-west trade rela­ 
tions, negotiating a textile un­ 
derstanding with Japan, and 
expanding the government’s 
help to small business.” 
The rate of new private- 
housing starts in November 
1971 was 2.3 million units, 
which was 37 per cent higher 
than in November 1970. It is 
predicted that 1971 as a whole 
will show an annual rate of 
more than 2 million. The re­ 
port says: 
“This rate is unsurpassed 
in American history, and re­ 
veals the fundamental strength 
of our economy.” 
The volume of loans by the 
S m a l l B u s i n e s s Admin­ 
istration in 1971 amounted to 
approximately 
$1.5 
billion, 
which is double the figure of 
1970. The report points out, 
too, that despite the reduction 


in government purchases in 
fiscal 1971, government con­ 
tracts to small businesses re­ 
mained steady in 1971, reach­ 
ing $11.5 billion, or 28 per 
cent of the total of all con­ 
tracts to business. 
After discussing the 10 per 
cent surcharge and the wage 
and price freeze and the new 
tax measures, it is stated that 
the new economic policy is 
giving 
“encouragement 
for 
the future^” Particular em­ 
phasis is placed upon the mo­ 
netary agreements recently 
reached, which are expected 
to increase American trade. 
The report covers a variety 
of subjects, and one reference 
is to the high-level appoint­ 
ments of blacks in govern­ 
ment in 1971, including the 
first black Assistant Secret­ 
ary of Defense as well as the 
first black on the U.S. Military 
Court of Appeals. The review 
says: 
“More black Americans are 
serving as ambassadors now 
than ever before. There are 
more 
black 
generals 
than 
ever, and President Nixon 
r e c e n t l y named the first 
black admiral in the nation’s 
history. President Nixon has 
also appointed 11 black feder­ 
al judges.” 
The review discusses aid to 
minority businesses and mi­ 
nority-owned banks and also 
assistance to Spanish-speak­ 
ing Americans. 
One section is devoted to 
the aid that is to be given to 
children in non-public schools. 
It points out that such stu­ 
dents are eligible for benefits 
under a total of 76 federal 
programs, 43 of them directly 
affecting pupils in grades 1 to 
12. 
With reference to the Peace 
Corps, it is stated that 8,500 
Peace Corpsmen 
were 
in­ 
volved in 1971 in more than 
540 development projects m 
56 
countires, 
utilizing 
312 
skills and communicating in 
187 languages and dialects. 
Spending Reversed 
Perhaps the most notable 
statement in the review is the 
following: 
“ In 1968 42 cents of every 
federal dollar went to defense 
while only 32 cents went to 
human resources. Today that 
ratio is reversed, with 32 
cents going to defense and 42 
cents to human resources. 
Vietnam-related spending has 
been reduced to less than one 
third the 1968 high.” 
Many more details of the 
government’s operations are 
given in the Nixon admin­ 
istration’s review. But the big 
question is how many people 
will ever see copies of the full 
text of this lengthy document 
and get a chance to read it. 
Yet it is really a history of the 
first three years of the ad­ 
ministration.

Claremont Sets Public Hearing 
Hillside Moratorium Action Delayed 
Mayor Rebuked 
On Tax Measure 


CLAREMONT - Respond­ 
ing to a plea by developer 
John 
Armstrong, 
the 
City 
Council Monday night held off 
adopting an 
urgency 
ordi­ 
nance which would set a mo­ 
ratorium on building in the 
Claraboya area for 90 days. 
Armstrong requested 
that 
the council withhold adoption 
until its Jan. 24 meeting so 
that he could make a presen­ 
tation to the city staff con­ 
cerning the 50 acres owned by 
Claraboya 
Construction 
Co. 
east of Claraboya. 
Armstrong said he believed 
the staff would be in accord 
with his request, and that the 
Claraboya Homeowners Asso­ 
ciation with whom he met 
last weekend “would be in 
favor of this.” 
“We will have a tentative 
tract map submitted to the 
city staff within three days,” 
Armstrong commented. 
William Greer, vice presi­ 
dent of the homeowners’ asso­ 
ciation, said that he was so­ 
mewhat confused as to what 
was going on. But, he added, 
“We have no objection to a 
two-week delay in the morato­ 
rium” which was instigated 
by the Claraboya group. 
Armstrong said that any­ 
thing his company does on 
the 56 acres would meet the 


requirements of the yet-to-be 
adopted hillside ordinance for 
which the council set a public 
hearing Jan. 24. 
Armstrong commented that 
he did not want each house in 
his project to come under ar­ 
chitectural 
review, 
which 
would be required if the hill­ 
side ordinance were adopted. 
He said that architectural re­ 
view would cost a great deal 
of money for each house. 
City Atty. William Bergman 
said the urgency ordinance 
w a s 
meant 
for 
buildings 
which 
conflicted 
with 
the 
proposed ordinance. 
Councilman 
Craig McMa- 
nigal, presiding in the ab­ 
sence of Mayor Ed Malan, 
'continued the matter for two 
weeks. 
The City Council in setting 
the public hearing on 
the 
proposed hillside development 
standard 
ordinance 
culmi­ 
nated a long planning com­ 
mission study. 
The commission recommend­ 
ed the council’s adoption of 
the ordinance after many hours 
of deleting words and adding 
phrases throughout the general 
plan measure. 
The 
vote 
to 
recommend 
adoption was 6-1 with Com- 
m i s s i o n e r W i l l i a m J. 
McLaughlin 
dissenting 
be­ 
cause he doesn’t want the 


traditional subdivision devel­ 
opment to have to come in 
under the residential unit de­ 
velopment ordinance. 
McLaughlin 
tried 
for an 
hour Tuesday night to sway 
the commission to his way of 
thinking, but his motion was 
defeated 5-2 with only Com­ 
missioner John Munger sup­ 
porting him. 
Directly affected by the or­ 
dinance are the Claraboya 
holdings of John and Robert 
Armstrong. 
The hillside ordinance ap­ 
plies to land within 2-acre and 
20,000 
square-foot 
districts, 
any land having a natural 
slope of 10 per cent or more 
on 25 per cent of the site 
area, and any new residences 
or developments on that land. 
Any division of land into 
five or more lots will be per­ 
mitted only through the invo­ 
cation of the residential unit 
development ordinance and a 
conditional use permit. 
Chairman 
James 
Norris 
commented that “we’re not 
imposing 
anything 
on 
the 
hillsides we don’t impose on 
the flatlands. The hillside or­ 
dinance, 
though, 
offers 
no 
bonus system. The average 
density cannot be increased 
under any circumstance.” 
McLaughlin said he does 
not think single 
residences 
should have to come up for 


architectural review, as the 
RUD 
ordinance 
would 
re­ 
quire. 
The commission discussed 
controls over such items as 
houses on stilts and the colors 
of houses. 
Norris said he is seeking a 
way to prevent the gaudiest 
of houses. 
E v e n new developments 
and houses less than 
five 
must 
meet 
seven 
require­ 
ments hammered out by the 
commission. A developer could 
appeal the requirements. 
The commission had deleted 
a proposed requirement which 
would have encouraged clus­ 
tering of housing as a means 
of constructing the permitted 
number with minimum spoil­ 
age of land. Claraboya resi­ 
dents loudly protested that 
suggestion, 
and 
said 
they 
would fight clustered housing 
in their area. 
The ordinance calls for en­ 
couraging flexibility in siting 
a home so as to fit the natur­ 
al 
terrain, 
minimize 
land 
spoilage, 
and maintain the 
quality level of housing in the 
area. 
Another requirement *in the 
ordinance states that all site- 
work must be sympathetic to 
the natural topography, and 
“shall artfully echo nature 
and be fully cognizant of the 
rural setting,” a ruling which 


had Bergman scratching his 
head, and saying, “It sounds 
good, but what does it mean?” 
Streets must follow the na­ 
tural contour lines wherever 
possible to minimize grading, 
and street lighting and im­ 
provements must harmonize 
with the rural character of 
the hillsides. 
Five or more lots coming 
under the 
RUD 
ordinance 
would 
require 
architectural 
review, and planner Robert 
Q. Anderson said he feels that 
the whole operation could be 
abused. “Thie farther we can 
stay away from various re­ 
views the better.” 
But Norris said he thinks 
the hillsides are a special 
area and should be reviewed. 
Planner 
Eleanor 
Cohen, 
w h o c o n t r i b u t e d many 
changes to the proposed ordi­ 
nance, questioned the building 
of houses an stilts, noting that 
she does not want the ordi­ 
nance to outlaw them. 
Bergman said that a house 
on stilts might fit into a cer­ 
tain locale. 
McLaughlin commented that 
achitectural review of single 
houses “appears to me to be an 
improper use of police powers 
in the city.” 
Anderson said that someone 
with dictatorial leanings could 
throttle building in the hills­ 
ides. 


The environmental touch is 
evident in the following re­ 
quirement: “It shall be recog­ 
nized that the steepest land 
be left best untouched for its 
scenic beauty, and that the 
most level land should be 
used for parks and commu­ 
nity facilities. Outstanding na­ 
tural features such as the 
highest crest of the hill range, 
n a t u r a l rock outcroppings, 
particularly desirable vegeta- 
t i o n , 
and natural 
water 
course in areas particularly 
abundant in wildlife, should 
be preserved.” 
“I think the hillsides de­ 
serve 
particular attention,” 
commented 
Commissioner 
Enid Douglass. “Environmen­ 
tal, aesthetic?” 
“What is our control over 
hillside development 
if we 
don’t go to the RUD?” she 
asked. 
“Can the city hold up a 
building permit on a sore- 
thumb type of house?” asked 
McLaughlin. 
Bergman told the commis­ 
sion it could spell out those 
items in an ordinance such as 
the subdivision ordinance. 
“If you don’t apply design 
review, what can you do?” 
Mrs. Cohen asked. 
Mrs. Douglass summed up 
the 
entire 
discussion 
with 
“What control do we put on a 
hillside developer?” 


POMONA — Mayor Rich­ 
ard C. Brownell, who often 
finds himself voting alone on 
m a j o r issues, nevertheless 
keeps pushing for his prop­ 
osals even when the outcome 
seems apparent. 
The mayor made such an 
attempt Monday. 
After listing a number of 
city expenses which Brownell 
apparently felt were unneces­ 
sarily adding to the tax bur­ 
den, he requested that the 
City Council agenda for next 
Monday include his proposed 
elimination of the city’s util­ 
ity consumption tax on gas, 
electricity, telephone service 
and water. 
“May I suggest that you 
write a correspondence to the 
agenda from the mayor say­ 
ing that we should repeal the 
tax,” remarked Councilman 
Clay Bryant.

money to make up” the reve­ 
nue lost because of the re­ 
peal. The tax raises an esti­ 
mated $1 million in revenue 
annually.

CHINO — A school board 
member was somewhat criti­ 
cal Tuesday night of the City 
of Chino for not informing the 
school district of a meeting 
last week to consider a hous­ 
ing development across from 
Chino High School. 
John T. 
Tomlinson 
men­ 
tioned the community housing 
task force which met last 
Wednesday for the first time 
to consider housing needs of 
Chino. An 18-unit apartment 
unti to be located on the east 
side of 12th, between Park 
Place and Riverside Drive, 
was the first project to be 
considered. 
Tomlinson questioned why 
city officials did not inform 
the school district of federally 
s u b s i d i z e d housing units 
which,

ritiicized the city for calling 
the meeting in less than 48- 
hours. 
Board president Eva Weisz- 
brod expressed doubt that the 
city is really considering the 
impact of housing projects 
upon the school system. 
M e m b e r Charles Smith 
voiced sympathy with the city 
saying there was little the 
city officials could do except 
make sure that building re­ 
quirements and location are 
proper with certain projects 
subsidized through the Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development.

such meetings. 


Kasem and 
Ju 
Rotary Club Hears 
Marijuana Debate 


MONTCLAIR — The un­ 
derworld is introducing stro­ 
nger drugs into marijuana 
and selling it to users, accord­ 
ing to a Rotary Club speaker 
here. 
C i t r u s Municipal Court 
Judge William Martin during 
a special debate Monday on 
“Should Marijuana be Lega­ 
lized?” warned the Rotarians 
that the crime element by 
mixing 
amphetamines 
into 
marijuana are hoping to ad­ 
dict 
the 
user 
to 
stronger 
drugs. 
He conceded that “only a 
smattering” of such cases has 
come before the court, but 
may be one reason for in­ 
crease in the illegal use of 
marijuana and other drugs. 
Debating with Judge Martin 
on the issue was attorney 
George Kasem, a former con­ 
gressmen in the 25th District, 
who claimed that all the ef­ 
forts of police officers in their 
car searches and drug raids, 
have done nothing to reduce 
the use of marijuana. “So if 
we’re going to have it, why 
not legalize it now?” 
Kasem compared the use of 
marijuana with alcohol. “Al­ 
cohol is a drug, although it is 
in drinkable form. The analo­ 
gy between marijuana and al­ 
cohol is apparent.” 
He said that little evidence 
has been presented to shew 
that the “weed” is any more 
d a n g e r o u s than alcohol. 
“There doesn’t seem to be 
any proof that marijuana is 
physically impairing, in fact 
it may not be as dangerous 
as alcohol.” He admitted that 
“perhaps there haven’t been 
enough studies on the drug as 
yet.” He mentioned the legal 
problems in conducting tests 
on the effects of marijuana 


have 
hindered 
studies 
by 
research scientiets. 
Judge Martin countered by 
saying marijuana varies in 
strength from very weak to 
very strong. “You don’t know 
how big a jolt you’re going to 
get.” 
He said users never know 
when 
they 
buy 
marijuana 
cigarettes what strength or 
grade it is. 
He claimed that a well- 
known research scientist who 
first advocated the 
legaliza- 
t i o n of marijuana turned 
around after several years of 
study and frankly admitted 
that its continued use causes 
thinking disorders. “The ef­ 
fects are cumulative and can 
cause organic brain disease, 
this scientist says,” 
Judge 
Martin sai.d 
“Shoulnd’t we wait at least 
until 
scientists 
have 
com­ 
pleted their studies. If it’s 
exonerated then, we can lega­ 
lize it.” 
The debate between Judge 
Martin and Kasem was the 
first of three to be presented 
by the Montclair Rotarians at 
the Jade Palace Restaurant 
in Montclair Mondays at 12:15 
p.m. 
Next week the debate will 
center on “Capital 
Punish­ 
ment,” 
followed 
the 
next 
week by Rich Man’s Justices?” 
H e a r i n g the arguments 
each week will be Dr. Stanley 
Warburton, president of Chaf- 
fey College; Roy Day, owner 
ot Day Publishing Co. in Po­ 
mona and political campaign 
manager; and Montclair Ma­ 
yor Harold Hayes. At the end 
of the three debates the panel 
will present their findings on 
the arguments. 
Program chairman for the 
special debate series is Rota- 
rian Dallas Richings. 


“I believe the city would be 
more than willing to give the 
school board information and 
notice of meetings if we were 
to request such,” he said.

Auto Dealer Makes Conversion 
Offer in Bid To Clean Up Air 


POMONA — Because a col­ 
lege held an environmental 
conference here a few months 
ago and plied an automobde 
executive speaker with ques­ 
tions, this city will be one of 
the world’s first to help clean 
up its air by having many of 
its cars reduce smog emission 
through conversion to burning 
low-lead and no-lead gasoline. 
Don Clark, owner of the 
Clark Bros, automobile sales 
agency, today announced an 
ecology day Jan. 17 and an 
ecology month through Feb. 
14. During this period, any 
owner of a 1950 and upward 
vintage Buick or Oldsmobile 
and some other models of the 
General Motors line can have 
the conversion done at parts 
•ost plus labor. 
The Cal Poly conference on 
environment was cosponsored 
by the City of Pomona, the 
Anti-Litter League and many 
other environmental and con­ 
servation agencies. The au­ 
tomotive guest speaker was 
Dr. John Starkman, General 
M o t o r s vice president in 
charge of environmental af­ 
fairs. He managed to have 
Clark Bros., oldest Oldsmo­ 
bile 
dealer 
in 
the 
United 
States, supplied with newly 
developed octane conversion 
kits ahead of the market. 
Clark estimated the con­ 
version price would be around 
$11.50. The device, called an 
adjusted octane kit (AOK), 
was specially developed by 


the General Motors Environ­ 
mental Laboratories. It makes 
a timing adjustment in the 
distributor with springs an 
special arms. The parts cost 
to the dealer is only 3.50, but 
it requires a mechanic to take 
off and knock down the dis­ 
tributor to make the parts re­ 
placement. 
Starkman was asked during 
the conference whether a de­ 
vice could be developed to 
enable older cars to burn 
regular or no-lead gas. He 
replied that one already has. 
He then assisted Cal Poly in 
getting 
further 
information 
about it and Clark Bros, in 
obtaining a special advance 
order of parts. 
Pam Lee, Cal Poly engi­ 
neering queen, will lead a 
group of Cal Poly students in 
a parade which will start on 
campus, stop at Pomona City 
Hall and end at Clark Bros, 
where the students will hoist 
a tree as their ecology flag to 
the roof of the agency as an 
expression of at least a minor 
triumph of ecology over the 
gas buggy. 
Clark warned that the kit 
should not be looked upon as 
a n 
environmental 
cure-all. 
Tests with AOK in Arizona es­ 
tablished that it enables a 
premium fuel engine to run 
efficiently on fuel of 97 octane 
rating and an engine requir­ 
ing 94 octane to run on 91 oc­ 
tane fuel. Many of the no-lead 
or low-lead regular fuels can 


thus be used without trouble. 
His agency will not be able to 
service all GM makes of cars 
since each of them has as 
many as 12 separate parts 
numbers for the kit and no 
one agency can stock them 
all. Clar Bros., however, will 
have the right parts for all 
Buicks and Oldsmobile, plus 
some for others. 
“We are extremely happy 
to be able to contribute to a 
cleaner air, and to give Cal 
Poly credit for bringing to 
light the possibility of adjust­ 
ments of cars to lower octane 
here,” said Clark. 
The adjustment, Clark said, 
will not have a material ef­ 
fect on operating costs of the 
changed cars. The owner will 
probably get a mile or a mile 
an a half bss per gallon. On 
the other hand, he or she will 
also pay less for his fuel by 
buving regular instead of pre­ 
mium gasoline.

Rattles and Straws 
Tuning Up for 
Concert Season

That time of year is upon us now when the American hus­ 
band is pried away from the TV tube by the American wife, 
stutfed into his old college tuxedo (as agains his NEW college 
tuxedo) and frog-marched off to symphony concerts, chamber 
music programs, and recitals by various violinists and pian­ 
ists, all of whom seem to be Russian. 
The concert season is on us again and a miasma of Channel 
No. I and mothballs hangs above the overheated conceit halls 
and icy gymnasiums of the land. 
For the husband, the concert season is a painful hiatus be­ 
tween the Super Bowl and the opening of spring training, when 
there’s nothing on television but “1 Love Lucy” and a lot of 
seven-foot storks in their underwear chasing a beachball acr­ 
oss the hardwood. Even a concert doesn’t seem so bad by 
comparison. 
To get the fullest enjoyment out of the performance of a 
symphony orchestra — short of falling asleep — it is helpful to 
know the instruments, the sounds they make, or SHOULD 
make, and how they can all race madly through a score and 
end m a lie. A race track handicapper would go out of his 
mind. 
Your symphony orchestra (well, not YOURS, of course, but 
the local musical group) is made up of four teams, like the 
Central Division of the National Football League. They are the 
strings, woodwinds, brass and percussion, and they all play 
together at once, like in the playoffs. As 1 say, the game 
always ends in a tie, and there is no sudden-death, which is 
disappointing to a football fan. 
The string section is made up of first violins, second violins, 
violas, cello, bass, second bass, and shortstop. They are not as 
loud as the other teams, but they make up for it in numbers — 
man, have they got a bent h! The strings are quarterbacked by 
the concertmaster, usually a dour little man who thinks he's 
another Isaac Stern and is dour because nobody else does. 
The woodwinus are small but wiry, and they more than hold 
their own with the strings. They are flute, clarinet, English 
horn, bassoon, piccolo, contra bassoon, sort of like a pinch 
runner, and the oboe, the ill wind that nobody blows good. 
Most piccolo players are built kike Bubba Smith and they 
can pufl up a storm. Some of the woodwinds are played by 
women, who develop strong, beautiful lips from their long 
hours of practice. Kissing a female flute player is an unforget- 
taDle experience. 
The brass section — trumet, trombone, French horn and 
tuba — is the defensive line, big , heavy, dangerous, making 
up with the front four what they lack in agility. Tubas are 
usually played by wisply little women in glasses and black 
dresses, (the trombone has good lateral movement.) 
The heavies are the percussionists, the special teams of the 
orchestra, carrying out their suicidal attacks on timpani, snare 
drum, and assorted cymbals, gongs, bells and tambourines. 
Small in number and unheralded, they are nevertheless a vital 
part of the team on kickoffs (overture) and punt returns. 
So, there’s your orchestra. Turn off the tube and on with the

He and 
three others were spotted by 
delegate Pericles Goncalves, 
one of the “iron men” direct­ 
ing the station house in Rio 
de Janeiro state. 
“There is no truce with the 
criminals this year and there 
will be no dialogues either,” 
Goncalves told the newspaper 
A Noticia. “The law of the

DEAR DR. LAMB—Can you 
explain what the term “split 
second sound” means in refe­ 
rence to the 
heart? 
Is it 
serious or similar to a heart 
murmur? Is heredity impor­ 
tant in this condition? 


Dear 
Reader—There 
are 
two main heart sounds. Put 
your ear to someone’s chest 
over the heart and you will 
hear the lub-dub, lub-dub of 
the heart beat. The lub is the 
first sound and the dub the 
second sound. Actually, each 
of these sounds has two parts. 
The first sound is from the 
closing of two valves between 
the upper and lower chamber 
of the heart, one on each 
side, right and left. These val­ 
ves close to prevent blood 
from rushing backward when 
the lower heart chambers are 
contracting to pump blood to 
the body and lungs. 


The second heart sound oc­ 
curs when the heart stops 
ejecting blood and the valves 
of the two big arteries from 
the heart close. One artery is 
the pulmonary artery to send 
blood to the lungs and the 
other is the aorta to send 
blood to the rest of the body. 
These valves close to prevent 
. 
blood from running back into 
the heart. 
The first part of the second 
sound is from the closure of 
the valve in the aorta and the 
second part from the closure 
of the valve in the pulmonary 
artery. 
When 
these 
valves 


close at the same time, there 
is only one audible second 
sound—dub. If there is a de­ 
lay in closure of one of these 
valves, usually the one in the 
pulmonary artery, the second 
sound will be split—that is, 
you can hear the sound of clo­ 
sure of the aortic valve be­ 
fore you hear the sound of 
closure of the pulmonary valve, 
valve. 
In 
many 
normal 
young 
people this occurs normally 
and can be demonstrated in 
different phases of breathing. 
This is a normal split second 
sound. 
It 
doesn’t 
mean 
a 
thing. 
When 
the 
time 
for 
the 
splitting is abnormally long 
or if there is some unusual 
relationship to breathing, it 
can be an important clue to a 
defect in the heart. Thus, like 
murmurs 
that 
you 
asked 
about, it can be unimportant 
or it can be very important 
and only by knowing the com­ 
plete medical picture can one 
be sure if it has any signifi­ 
cance or not.

MEXICO CITY (UPI) - Al­ 
most 50 years after the begin­ 
ning of Mexico’s land reform 
program, an independent peas­ 
ants’ organization says large 
land 
holdings 
of 
absentee 
landlords still abound along the 
Pacific Coast. 
The 
Independent 
Campe­ 
sinos Central (C(T), a leftist 
farm 
organization 
at 
odds 
with the doc ile National Cam- 
pesonos Confederation (CNC), 
made the accusation at the 
CCl’s ninth annual congress 
in Mexico City. 
Alfonso Gascon, CCI secret­ 
ary general, said he basically 
supported the 
agrarian 
po­ 
licies of the present regime of 
President 
Luis 
Echeverría, 
but he said large land hol­ 
dings by absentee landlords 
— 
including 
many 
Ameri­ 
cans—continued to be one of 
the great injustices of pre­ 
sent-day Mexico. 
After 
the 
constitution 
of 
1917, the Mexican government 
begin to distribute the land 
then in the hands of few bos­ 
ses 
and 
foreigners 
to 
the 
peons who actually worked it. 
According to 
the 
Mexican 


land reform system, the large 
land holdings were given to 
Ejidos, farm communies who 
own the land jointly. 
The division program, held 
up by adminstrative squabbles 
and corrupto, has not yet been 
completed and new illegal hold­ 
ings are being discovered an­ 
nually. 
The CCI leader said Mexi­ 
cans have lent their names as 
on 
paper owners of prime 
shore frontage on the Baja 
California peninsula where fo­ 
reigners are engaged in lucr­ 
ative tourist developments.

Ask Dr. Brothers 
Hard to Adjust

DEAR DR. BROTHERS: I 
served in'Vietnam and have 
b e e n 
h o m e 
about 
four 
months. I knew that I’d have 
to make some adjustments 
but I didn’t think they’d be 
quite as hard as they have 
been. 
I didn’t come home 
with any special ribbons or 
a n y P u r p l e Hearts and 
maybe that’s what’s bugging 
me. It all seemed like a bad 
dream and I hated it. I dis­ 
covered I’m no hero—in fact, 
now that I look back on it, I 
guess I’m a coward and have 
a real desire to run when I 
see trouble. I didn’t know that 
until I had 
time to think 
about what happened 
over 
there.—J.B.R. 


Dear J.B.R.: Having served 
in Vietnam you have undoub­ 
tedly been through traumatic 
.experiences so it is not sur­ 
prising that you have some 
emotional scars. The mind, 
like the body, takes time to 
heal and you must not be 
impatient with yourself and 
expect instant recovery. 
You may just now be begin­ 
ning to assimilate many of 
the things that happened to 
you there. This is not unu­ 
sual. 
Sometimes 
the 
mind 
ppotects itself by rejecting in­ 
tolerable incidents at the mo­ 
ment 
they 
are 
happening, 
pushing them into separate 
compartments. 
There 
they 
may be almost forgotten until 
the mind is healthy enough to 
bring them out of hiding, then 
to examine the thoughts and 
their meaning. 


To 
want 
to 
run 
when 
you see trouble does not nec­ 
essarily mean you are a co­ 
ward. There are times when 
this indicates sanity and in­ 
telligence. There are some so- 
called heroes in war who are 
not really heroes at all. 


According 
to 
Dr. 
J.A.M. 
Meerloo, psychiatrist and au­ 
thor of 36 books on fear, bat­ 
tlefield heroes sometimes are 
bullies and cowards who hide 
fear 
behind 
a 
facade 
of 
bravery. 


Dr. 
Meerloo 
says 
false 
heroes are motivated by fear, 
and some even by suicidal 
impulses. They become un­ 
controllably 
aggressive 
and 
fight without knowing what 
they’re doing or why. The 
real hero, he says, is someone 
who foresees with a 
clear 
head the consequences of his 
action, but goes on because 
he has a purpose in mind. 


You have to distinguish be­ 
tween physical and 
mental 
courage. Mental courage is 
standing up for your ideas. 
Sometimes this is much more 
difficult to attain than phys­ 
ical courage. 


Dr. Meerloo once treated a 
highly 
decorated hero who 
felt guilty because he had 
suddenly realized that his he­ 
roic deeds on the battlefield 
had really been an attempt to 
get himself killed. He blamed 
himself because he felt he 
hadn’t the courage to kill 
himself but wanted the enemy 
to do it for him. Instead of 
the death he sought he had 
b e e n 
given 
medals 
and 
praise. 
Psychiatrist Peter Bourne, 
in his book “Men and Stress 
in Vietnam,’’ points out the 
problems of many soldiers in 
not being able to focus their 


hostility by coming to actual 
grips with the enemy. 
Because they are so often 
frustrated they try to find 
other outlets for their aggres­ 
sion and often direct it to­ 
ward 
superior 
officers 
or 
t o w a r d 
t h e 
Vietnamese 
people, in general. One of the 
greatest-pressures on young 
officers serving in Vietnam is 
the value system of the group 
which places a premium on 
the ability to prove oneself in 
combat. 
By doubting yourself and 


your own conduct during the 
war 
you 
may 
be 
turning 
much of your anger and hostil­ 
ity about the war, in general, 
against yourself. 
Seek some personal profes­ 
sional advice to help you aim 
some of your anger in the 
right direction, for it should 
not be turned inward. I’m 
sure you feel a great deal of 
anger for what has happend 
to you, but professional advis­ 
ors could help you find con­ 
structive outlets for your very 
normal rage.

Rejecting Maternity Homes 


Wine Course Slated 
At The Indian Hill 


By RODNEY GUILFOIL 
SAN FRANCISCO (UP1) — 
An estimated 400,000 unmar­ 
ried young women will give 
birth this year but through­ 
out the country 
maternity 
homes established to help them 
are reporting empty beds. 
Don’t these unwed mothers 
need help? 
“ Emphatically, yes,” says 
Dr. Agnes Trinchero, execu­ 
tive director of the Florence 
Crittenton Home and Services 
of San Francisco. 
“ A girl who is pregnant out 
of wedlock needs all the help 
and guidance she can g e t- 
medical, physical and coun­ 
seling for her future and that 
of her baby.” 
Despite the rising number 
of unwed pregnancies, there 
is a reason for the decline in 
the use of maternity homes. 
Many girls, says Dr. Trin­ 
chero, are swayed by “peer 


group pressure”—persons of 
their own age group—to keep 
their babies. And she says 
there is less embarrassment 
about illegitimacy than there 
used to be, at least in the 
cities. 
“One of our girls, Susie, fi­ 
nally decided to relinquish 
her baby. She told us, ’Don’t 
let anyone know, 
but 
I’m 
thinking about adoption. The 
other girls wouldn’t like it.’” 
Dr. 
Trinchero 
says 
this 
girl’s friends would think her 
an “unreal person, not quite 
human if she gave up her 
baby, even though it would be 
the best course for this moth­ 
er and child. 
The decision to relinquish 
or keep a baby, or even have 
an abortion, is one that must 
be made entirely by the girl 
herself. 
Through 
a 
skilled 
counselor 
in 
a 
maternity 
home or similar agency, she 
can consider the choices she

can make—all of them—and 
then make her decision. It 
must be hers and hers alone, 
because it is one she must 
live with for the rest of her 
life. 
What about the girl who de­ 
cides to keep her baby, but 
who is obviously immature 
and unfit to rear a child? 
“Many time* such a girl 
comes from a broken home, 
or one where there was a his­ 
tory of instability, such as al­ 
coholism,” 
says 
Dr. 
Trin­ 
chero. “This kind of girl Is 
struggling to gain some view 
of herself as a person by 
mothering an infant of her 
own...trying to straighten out 
her unhappy, unstable rela­ 
tions with her parents. 
“In effect, she’s trying to 
be her own mother—but a 
good one.” 
Dr. Trinchero, who has had 
vast 
experience 
in 
social 
work, obtained her doctorate 
at the University of Southern 
California. Despite her impos­ 
ing title, she is a petite wom­ 
an with red hair, with a 
twinkle in her eye and a win­ 
ning grin. She speaks with 
conviction 
and 
compassion 
a b o u t the young 
women 
whose lives are entrusted to 
her care. 
“Our agency has facilities 
to house 42 girls and four In­ 
fants in a home-like setting, 
but we have only 26 in resi­ 
dence now,” she says. “Yet 
these 26 need as many, if not 
more, services of all kinds 
than the 42 we used to have. 
Many 
are 
disturbed. 
For 
them, unwed motherhood is 
but one incident in a vastly 
complex problem.” 
Not so long ago, most un­ 
wed mothers were in the up­ 
per teens and early 20s. But 
now, 
the 
Crittenton 
Home 
finds itself caring for girls in 
their early teens. 
“We recently had one girl 
of 14 who had an alcoholic 
mother. The girl gave birth to 
a little boy and for a while, 
i she was an example of a per­ 
fect young mother, almost ob­ 
sessively dedicated to caring 
for her baby,’ Dr. Trinchero 
said. 
As for those girls who keep 
their babies without benefit of 
counseling, they’re unaware 
of the pitfall that comes some 
months later. 
“ It’s fine when the infant is 
lying in his bassinette like a 
lovely doll,” says Dr. Trin­ 
chero. “ But when he becomes 
a toddler, he becomes more 
difficult and more demanding. 
It’s often hard for a young 
mother to get sitters, and she 
finds herself confined to her 


lonely apartment. Theo she 
realizes she is trapped. A si­ 
tuation like that sometimes 
leads to resentment and even 
to neglect of the child.” 
Dr. Trinchero emphasizes 
that unwed motherhood is but 
the “tip of the iceberg.” She 
believes it is symptomatic of 
much deeper personal prob­ 
lems, among them the usual 
difficulties of adolescence and 
identity crisis. 
‘ ‘ H e r family and 
her 
schools may have failed her,” 
says Dr. Trinchero. “We try 
to place her in a setting 
where she will be exposed to 
other and more wholesome 
values so she can see that she 
c a n 
m a k e 
constructive 
choices for her life. We try to 
make her realize her worth 
as a person.” 
Among other things, 
the 
Crittenton 
program 
empha­ 
sizes education, academic or 
vocational, counseling, and a 
chance for group experiences. 
Founded in 1889, the Flo­ 
rence Crittenton Home of San 
Francisco is one of 48 such 
homes in the nation affiliated 
with the Florence Crittenton 
Association of America. 
Can anyone turn to the Crit­ 
tenton Home for help? 
“Emphatically, yes,” says 
Dr. Trinchero. 
“Anyone of 
any race or creed, rich or 
poor, who needs help during 
or after an unwed pregnancy. 
Our switchboard is open 24 
hours a day.”

YORK 
(UPI)—The 
second production of the sea­ 
son by the Repertory Theater 
of Lincoln Center is a vived 
presentation of “ Narrow Road 
to the Deep North” by Edward 
Bond, satirical British play­ 
wright who thinks that the 
world is in a terrible state. 
T h e 
production, 
which 
opened Thursday night at the 
V i v i a n Beaumont Theater, 
m ay not have the general ap­ 
peal of some of the Repertory 
T heater’s various attractions, 
but, like it or not, you won’t 
forget it. 
Dan Sullivan directed the 
sprawling play with a bold 
flair and a discerning eye to 
its best points. 
Bond has set western civili­ 
zation against a background 
of Japan in —as he puts it— 
‘ ‘ a b o u t 
the 
seventeenth, 
eighteenth or nineteenth cen­ 
turies.” 
His satire is heavy-handed 
at tim es, a trait that keeps 
him from being a truly fine 
satirist with a finesse that is 
m ore telling and lasting than 
the swiping blows that often 
border on burlesque. 
How­ 
ever, there is literary m erit 
in much of his text, 
and 
things are never dull. 
The play has been inspired 
by some writings of a Japa­ 
nese 
poet 
nam ed 
Matsuo 
Basho of the latter half of the 
7th Century. It deals with the 
tyranny of a dictator who 
rules a large and prosperous 
city he has created, how this 
dictator, One Shogo, is de­ 
feated by “barbarians” from 
the north, how he retakes his 
city and loses it again and fi­ 


nally is executed by the re­ 
surgent barbarians, who do 
their conquering with artillery 
and missionary zeal founded 
in 
Christianity. 
It 
is 
not 
exactly surprising to find that 
the barbarians come in the 
guise — speech, dress habits 
—of British colonizers. There 
would seem to be a thrust, 
too, at America in that the 
leader of 
the 
invaders 
of 
Shogo’s domain bears the title 
of commodore. You’ll recall 
that Commodore Matthew C. 
Perry 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Navy 
opened up Japan to the West 
in the 1850’s. 
The commodore, adm irably 
played by Sydney Walker, has 
a consort named Georgina, 
who can be viewed as a com­ 
bination of 
Queen 
Vcitoria 
and the female Christian mis­ 
sionaries of the last century. 
Another excellent job in this 
role by M artha Henry. 
There are other fine perfor­ 
mances —Robert Symonds as 
poet Basho, Cleavon Little as 
Shogo, Andy Robinson as a 
Buddhist priest, Seth Allen, 
Jam es Tolkan, Robert Chris­ 
tian and Lawrence Wolf. 
The 
production has been 
handsomely mounted through 
the efforts of set designer 
Douglas W. Schmidt and cos­ 
tum e designer Carrie Fish- 
b e i n Robbins.

FBI Report Notes Gains in War on Crime 
Racial, Campus Unrest Down

WASHINGTON (UPI)-Both 
racial disturbances and cam­ 
pus unrest declined in the 
United States during 1871, the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion reports. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver said there were 109 racial 
disturbances in U.S. cities in 
1971, compared to 140 in 1970. 
There were 85 racial dis­ 
orders In secondary schools 
during the first four months 
of the current school year, 
■ compared to 180 during the 
c o m p a r a b l e period the 
I previous school year. 
Hoover said in an annual 
FBI report it appeared that 
« unrest on campuses of U.S. 
colleges and universities was 
decreasing. 
“ Campus unrest in 1971 was 
not so widespread or so mas­ 
sive as it. was in the year 
1970, and it appears that cam­ 


pus 
dissidence 
is 
cooling 
down,” Hoover said. 
However, the FBI did not 
list the number of specific in­ 
cidents on campuses during 
the year. A spokesman said 
this information would not be 
available until the FB I’s fis­ 
cal year report is released for 
the period ending next June 
30. 
Ca mpus protests were 
frequent in 1970, spurred in 
large part by the American 
invasion of Cambodia. 
The figures on racial dis­ 
turbances were not included 
in the report but were bur­ 
nished upon request. The re­ 
port also omitted the usual 
recent reference to the num­ 
ber of police officers killed or 
injured by members of the 
Black Panther party. 
However, a spokesman said 
one policeman was killed and 


seven injured in 1971 by per­ 
sons identified as Panthers. 
Hoover reported six police­ 
men killed and 22 wounded in 
such incidents in 1970. 
The 21-page report stressed 
t h e 
agency’s 
“continuing 
drive on organized crime” 
which Hoover said led to the 
conviction of more than 650 
gambling or racketeering fig­ 
ures. He said this compared 
to 468 in 1970. 
Hoover said cases against 
some 2,200 other gambling 
and racketeering figures, who 
included seven national syndi­ 
cate leaders and a number of 
their top aides and lieute­ 
nants, were in various stages 


of prosecution. 
“ Much of the .credit for 
these gains shoulcrgo to court- 
approved electronic surveil­ 
lance devices provided for by 
recent legislation,” 
Hoover 
said. 
“ These devices have been 
increasingly valuable in pe­ 
netrating these complex, tig­ 
htly knit conspiracies involv­ 
ing intricate security precau­ 
tions and most of the 1,200 ar­ 
rests under the Organized 
Crime Control Act were made 
possibly by them.” 
The report devoted nearly 
seven pages to internal secur­ 
ity matters but it did not 
mention the bombings of the 


U.S. Capitol last March 1. 
The case still is unsolved. 
“ Extremist 
organizations, 
both black and white, contin­ 
ued to require and receive 
close investigative attention 
during 1971,” Hoover said. 
“ In addition to Intelligence 
data developed during our in­ 
vestigation of extremists, the 
pentration of these organ­ 
izations resulted in the ar­ 
rests of 364 individuals on loc­ 
al charges on 235 on federal 
charges. . . ” 
The report said FBI agents 
located a record total of more 
than 35,000 fugitives last year. 
There were almost 14,000 con­ 
victions in FBI cases.

(U PI)—The 
United States informed Bri­ 
tain at the end of 1941 that 
Adolf Hitler was planning im­ 
mediate large scale poison 
gas 
attacks 
against 
this 
country, World War II British 
government documents dis­ 
closed Friday. 
The information came in a 
report from the U.S. legation 
at Bern. Switzerland, and was 
given to the late Sir Winston 
S. Churchill, British Prime 
Minister at the time, while he 
was conferring with President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
in 
Washington. 
Churchill cabled the report 
to London Dec. 28, 1941. His 
cable was among the docu­ 
ments made public for the 
first time. 
“ Hitler,” Churchill cabled, 
“ is reported to be planning 
immediate large scale dis­ 
tribution of gas over England 
by plane. Other allied fronts 
must prepare at once to ward 
off gas attacks.” 
The cable said Hitler, “ now 


risking everything,” report­ 
edly had broken with his gen­ 
erals about the use of gas. 
“ Extraordinary 
measure* 
are reported in Berlin, where 
death sentences even in the 
officers’ corps should be no 
surprise,” the cable added. 
The cable said a gas attack 
on England probably would 
coincide with an Immediate 
Nazi attack in the western, 
central and eastern Mediter­ 
ranean. It predicted the Ger­ 
mans also would seize the 
part of France still unoccu­ 
pied at that time. 
The cable ordered stepped 
up defenses in Britain against 
poison gas and preparations 
for retaliation against Germa­ 
ny, where, it said, the civilian 
population had practically no 
gas masks. 
In March of 1942 Churchill 
informed his cabinet that he 
had cabled Soviet Marshal Jo­ 
sef V. Stalin warning him of 
reports that the Germans 
might use gas against the So­ 
viet Union. He said he assur­ 


ed Stalin that “we would 
treat any use of poison gas by 
the enemy against Russia 
exactly as if it were directed 
against ourselves.” 
In fact, neither side used 
poison gas during World War 
II.

The nine-page analysis, dis­ 
tributed by Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti of Van Nuys, 
also declared that the Re­ 
publican governor did not 
submit, as promised, a bud­ 
get that could be balanced 
without tax increases. 
“ The truth is that the gov­ 
ernor never did submit a ba­ 
lanced budget. The possibility 
of its balancing was based 
upon the passage of statutes 
which involved highly con­ 
troversial 
proposals 
which 
would have produced questio­ 
nable savings,” the study said. 
Wednesday. 
A spokesman for the gover­ 
nor said there would be no 
Immediate comment on the 
report, prepared by the bi­ 
partisan Assembly Office of 
Research. 
The document said that 
Reagan could claim sponsor­ 
ship of bills embodying only 
13 of 28 specific legislative 
recommendations made in his 
1971 address. 
A n o t h e r si x 
recom 
mendations were made for 
which no bills were intro­ 
duced. 
The report said that lawma­ 
kers had already moved in 
eight areas and the governor 
could not claim credit. 
One of Reagan’s recom­ 
mendations was carried in a 
bill sponsored by the Califor­ 
nia Supervisors Association. 
The document asserted that 
R e a g a n vetoed two bills 


which he suggested in his 1971 
message. One involved solid 
waste disposal. The governor 
vetoed it after he became in­ 
volved in a squabble with 
Democrats over his environ­ 
mental reorganization plan. 
The other measure was 
part of a four-bill package 
regulating recreational home 
subdivisions. Reagan signed 
three but said the fourth in­ 
fringed on home rule. 
It 
would have required cities 
and counties to indicate their 
compliance with the criteria 
for general plans to be devel- 


oped by the council on inter­ 
governmental relations. 
The six areas hi which no 
legislation 
was 
introduced 
were abolition of tenure for 
teachers, merit pay for teach­ 
ers, raising of fees tor “ per­ 
petual” college students, up­ 
dating of the master plan for 
higher education, a pension 
system for the aged, blind 
and disabled and limitation of 
health care services to the 
poor so they would be compa­ 
rable to benefits provided by 
the prepaid, private insurance 
programs.

If you are feeling depressed 
about the extra pounds and 
inches you may have accumu­

here are some suggestions 
from your Heart Association 
that will help you plan meals 
for your family that are lower 
in fat content and calories. 
Fats have 21/? times as 
many calories per ounce as 
sugars, starches, or protein, 
so it becomes obvious that a 
good way to cut down calories 
is to cut down fats. 
In 
using 
dairy 
products 
there are many ways to cut 
down calories and fats: 
NONFAT MILK 
Using nonfat milk or but­ 
termilk instead of whole milk 
saves 75 calories per 8 ounce 
glass. (Using low fat milk in­ 
stead of whole milk saves 
only 25 calories per cup.) Use 
nonfat milk for making pud­ 
dings, custards, soups, and 
sauces. 


TOPPINGS 
A

with whipped 
nonfat milk can be made to 
use 
in 
place 
of 
whipped 
cream: 
Here are two recipes for 
whipped toppings which can 
be used for salads or des­ 
serts. 
Place % cup ice cold water 
in chilled bowl; add Vi cup in­ 
stant nonfat dry milk, beat 
until stiff with chilled beater. 
Add Vi CUP suSar* slowly 
while continuing to beat. Add 
2 tablespoons lemon juice, 
beat only until well mixed.

DESSERTS 
Make a gelatin dessert with 
the first whipped topping. Mix 
gelatin according to package 
directions. (Low-calorie gela­ 
tin may be used.) Chill until 
partially thickened. Whip a 
little with an egg beater or 
fork. Add drained fruit if de­ 
sired, and fold whipped top­ 
ping into gelatin. Refrigerate 
until thick. 
In recipes calling for choco­ 
late use cocoa instead to re­ 
duce fat content. 
Eat angel food and sponge 
cake instead of butter cakes 
as these are not made with 
fat. For a topping, instead of 
frosting use fresh fruit or a 
whipped topping of one egg 


white beaten until fluffy with 
a banana, fresh strawberries, 
or other fruit. 
Two other good desserts for 
dieters are hard meringues 
made with egg white and su­ 
gar (no fat) and baked cus­ 
tard made with egg, milk, 
and artificial sweetener or a 
small amount of sugar — it’s 
high in food value. 
Make pie without the crust 
and save many calories. For 
example, make your usual 
recipe of pumpkin pie filling 
with half the amount of milk. 
Pour into pie pan or custard 
cups and bake until done.

Touches of in­ 
stant minced onion, dry mus­ 
tard and garlic powder add a 
mild zip to the crust. Serve 
with relishes, brownies and 
milk. 
SPICY CORN DOGS 
2-3rd cup enriched 
commeal 
l-3rd cup all-purpose 
flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
y8 teaspoon garlic 
powder 
y2 teaspoon dry mustard 
1 teaspoon instant 
minced onion 
1 egg, beaten 
2 tablespoons vegetable 
oil 
y2 cup milk 
1 l-pound package 
wieners 
Chili sauce 


Combine 
commeal, 
flour, 
salt, garlic powder, mustard 
and onion. Add egg, oil and 
milk, Coat each wiener with 
flour and insert onto tines oi 
cooking fork or wooden ske­ 
wer. Dip Into cornmeal mix­ 
ture, coating all sides. Try a 
few at a time in hot, deep fat 
(375 
degrees) 
until 
golden 
brown. Serve hot with chil 
sauce. Makes 8 to 10. 


SALADS 
Tomato aspic is a very low- 
calorie salad. Here is a quick 
recipe: Mix two tablespoons 
gelatin softened in y2 cup cold 
tomato juice, then dissolve in 
3*4 cups hot tomato juice. 
Add some lemon juice for 
zip. Aspic may be served with 
cottage cheese or tuna and 
chopped celery for a substan­ 
tial luncheon salad. 
There are many ways to 
cut calories when making sa­ 
lad dressings. Starting with a 
package of your favorite sa­ 
lad dressing mix, add 2 tab­ 
lespoons of pectin (the kind 
used in jelly making) instead 
of the oil, 3 tablespoons lemon 
juice or vinegar and % cup of 
water. For French dressing, 
you can add tomato juice in­ 
stead of the vinegar and wa­ 
ter. 
Another low-calorie 
salad 
dressing can be made from 
equal parts of vinegar and 
water, minced onion, salt and 
pepper to taste. For sweet 
and sour dressing, add artifi­ 
cial sweetener to taste. 


MEATS 
The method of preparation 
in meat cookery can affect 
the fat and calorie countent 
substantially. Trim all visible I 
fat from the meat before 
cooking it or eating it. 
Fry, pan broil, oven broil, 
or oven fry meats, poultry 
and fish with very little fat. 
Do not coat or dip in flour or 
bread crumbs for frying. The 
coating absorbs more fat. To 
oven fry, brush lightly with 
fat, cook at 400 degrees until 
done — 10 to 20 minutes for 
fish, 45 minutes to an hour 
for chicken. Brush meats with 
barbecue sauce, steak sauce 
or liquid gravy seasoning. 
You can chill drippings in 
the freezer 
to harden fat 
quickly for easy removal be­ 
fore making gravy. 
Also, by omitting bread or 
cracker crumbs you cut down 
on fat in meat loaf and meat 
balls. The crumbs absorb and 
hold fat. If you leave these 
out, the fat will drain out of 
the meat as it cooks. Pour 
this off before serving the 
meat.

New Fruits, 


Vegetables 


Eighty-six fresh fruits and 
vegetables are described in a 
new booklet. Some of them 
merit special attention, such 
as kiwi, ugli-fruit and dash- 
eens. They are all described 
in “ Selection and Care of 
F r e s h Fruits and Vege­ 
tables,” written by R. A. See 
lig and 
published 
by 
the 
United Fruit and Vegetable 
Assn. 
Kiwi, he explains, are fuz­ 
zy, small fruits from New 
Zealand, available from June 
to December. 
Dasheens are a 
tropical 
plant with edible corms and 
tubers grown to a small ex 
tent in the South. They are 
also known as Oreintal taro. 
Ugli-fruit (pronounced “ oog 
ly” ) are generally cultivated 
to please people who enjoy 
the unusual. Probably a form 
of tangelo, they have a rough 
p e e l disfigured with ble­ 
mishes. When mature, ugli 
fruit have an orange color 
with spots of light green, one 
to six seeds and 11 sections. 
They 
are 
juicy 
with 
an 
orange-like flavor. 
Among the vegetables, See- 
lig describes some that are 
not gnerally known to Ameri­ 
cans. Anise is one. This is a 
salad or cooking vegetable 
with a licorice-like favor. 
Europeans 
use 
celeriac 
regularly, but only recently 
has it become popular in the 
United States. A variety of 
celery, it is called here celery 
root and celery knob. Wonder­ 
ful 
as 
an 
hors 
d’oeuvre, 
boiled and then sliced thin 
and 
marinated 
in 
French 
dressing. 
Chinese cabbage is an ex­ 
cellent vegetable gaining in 
popularity with Americans.

The edible portion 
is the translucent white to

sistency of fresh grapes. 
Mangoes are tropical fruit 
with smooth outer skin, usual 
ly green with yellowish to red 
areas, round or oval, varying 
in size, weighing from half a 
pound to one pound. The pulp 
is yellow, delicate, juicy with 
a flavor somewhat like apr­ 
icot and pineapple. When not 
ripe the pulp tastes like tur­ 
pentine. 
Papayas, Seelig says, are 
bigger than a large pear. Half 
yellow with a small amount 
of green, the skin is smooth, 
unbruised with no signs of 
shriveling. 
When ripe, 
pa 
payas are delicious served 
with a squeeze of lime or le 
mon. On the market year 
round in rather small num­ 
bers, their peak is in May and 
June. 
Of the 86 fruits and vege­ 
tables described, all are not 
exotic or unusual. And there 
is some sound advice on how 
to keep them all at the best 
refrigerator or room tempera­ 
ture.

Carrots 
and 
Mushooms 
Tarragon is a delicious vege­ 
table dish. Fresh mushrooms 
lend contrast in taste and tex­ 
ture to the carrots which are 
sliced and cooked in water 
with the herb called tarragon 
for this dish. The mushrooms 
are sauteed separately in but­ 
ter or margarine, and mixed 
lightly with the cooked car­ 
rots to serve. 
Here’s an interesting idea 
— a variation of a potato dish 
that is a great favorite. It’s 
C a r r o t-Potato Scallop 
in 
which sliced potatoes and car­ 
rots are baked together in al­ 
ternating layers in a cream 
sauce seasoned with chives 
and caraway seeds.

A third new way to serve 
crispy carrots is with a fresh 
orange glaze. 
Doesn’t that

here is how the dish is done. 
Carrots are cut lengthwise 
i nt o slender stricks, and 
cooked in a small amount of 
water till tender. Then make 
a fresh orange glaze in a skil­ 
let using brown sugar and 
butter; add the carrots, and 
spoon the sauce over the car­ 
rots until they are glazed and 
heated. 
To select carrots of good 
quality at your market, look 
for those that are firm, fresh, 
smooth, well-shaped and gen­ 
erally well-colored.

Wilson Wants Credit for Dolphins1 Success 


NEW ORLEANS

George Wilson, the former 
Miami Dolphins coach who 
once said he was as good a 
football coach as Vince Lom­ 
bardi, now says “ Joe Doakes 
could have made that team a 
champion.” 


In general, terms, he’s tal­ 
king about the Miami Dol­ 
phins whom he coached from 
their inception in 1966 through 
1969. 


Specifically, he’s also tal­ 
king about Don Shula, who 
succeeded him and is coach­ 
ing the Dolphins now. 
“ I am not going to lose any 


sleep over it,” Shula said 
when he learned of Wilson’s 
comments. 
“ George is entitled to his 
own opinions,” Shula added. 
I’m sorry he feels that way.“ 
One of the things which ap­ 
parently 
bugs 
Wilson 
the 
most is his feeling that Shula 
is claiming credit for leading 
the Dolphins to the Super 
Bowl. 
“ I never claimed credit for 
the accomplishments,” Shula 
says. “ I always said George 
Wilson made a significant 
contribution to the team.” 
Wilson alleges he got Shula 
his first job in professional 


football. Wilson says 
Shula 
doubled his (Shula’s) salary 
after he (Wilson) begged Car­ 
roll Rosenbloom, the owner of 
the Baltimore Colts, to give 
Shula his first head coaching 
job. 
Wilson is teed off about a

concerning 
Shula. One of the things, he 
says, is that Shula knew all 
about the fact he was going to 
succeed him as coach of the 
Dolphins but never gave him 
the courtesy of telling him so. 
“ He knew for 22 days,” 
said Wilson. “ He could have 
called me.” 
To that, Shula replies: “ I

did not accept the job until 
the day of the news confer­ 
ence when it was announced. 
I did not contact George Wil­ 
son because I was asked to 
keep it confidential.” 
Regarding his switch from 
the Colts to the Dolphins, 
which resulted in the Dol­ 
phins being fined by com­ 
missioner Pete Rozelle and 
losing their first draft choice, 
Shula again says: “ I did not 
seek the job. I was sought. I 
only agreed to listen to Joe 
R o b b i e (Dolphins’ owner) 
when told that George was 
not going to be retained Re­ 
gardless. I didn’t even talk to 
the Dolphins until then.” 
Wilson’s statement that he 


was responsible for Shula’s 
salary being doubled when 
Shula went from a coaching 
job with the University of 
Kentucky to one under Wilson 
with the Detroit Lions brings 
this reply from Shula: “ My 
salary was not doubled when 
I went from Kentucky to Det­ 
roit with George. I made $7,- 
000 with Kentucky and $11,500 
with Detroit. I appreciated 
the opportunity to work under 
George three years at Det­ 
roit. I’ve credited him with 
my development as a head 
coach.”

Another note concerning colleges came out of the NCAA 
meetings in Hollywood, Fla., last weekend. 
Besides allowing freshmen to compete in football and basket­ 
ball, the NCAA executive committee was deciding what to do 
with Westminster College of New Wilmington, Pa. 
Westminter, it will be recalled, lost the National Association 
of Intercollegiate Athletics (NAIA) Division II football cham­ 
pionship to Cal Lutheran last fall. 
Westminster, like Claremont-Mudd, Pomona College and ■ 
more than 100 other schools that hold dual affiliations with the 
NCAA and NAIA, is going to be kicked out of the NCAA, 
which would be a first. 
The NCAA has never given the outright boot to any member, 
although you’ll find a lenghy list of schools on probation and 
others thait have received reprimands and censures. 
It stems from Westminster having played in two post-season 
football games instead of one, as the NCAA would like. The 
reason is because the NAIA has a playoff system, not a bowl 
set-up like the NCAA. 
Westminster played in one semifinal game and if it had lost, 
would be okay. Instead, it went on to play the championship 
game, which sounds logical. 
Not according to the NCAA, which has conducted other al­ 
phabet wars, most notably with the AAU. 
Westminister is now on indefinite probation and the vote 
won’t be taken on expulsion until next year’s meeting. 
Ironically, a motion was put before the committee on behalf 
of colleges that hold dual memberships in both the NCAA and 
NAIA that would allow those schools to participate in the spe­ 
cified amount of games it takes to win a championship, either 
one or two. 
Who sponsored the resolution? Why, Westminster College of 
New Wilmington, Pa., who else? 
“ Westminster does not feel that the reprimand and censure 
of the NCAA executive council will enhance the chances for 
passage of the proposed amendment and regrets this,” said a 
statement issued by Westminister officials. That’s a good point.

NEW ORLEANS (U PI) — Joe Frazier had just finished his 
workout, a good one. 
It was so good, Yank Durham, his manager, had to step in 
and pull him off one of his sparring partners, Mike Boswell of 
Youngstown, Ohio, so he wouldn’t punish Boswell needlessly. 
Joe Frazier came down from the ring which is set up atop 
one of the local hotels, did some finishing exercises and now 
was sitting on a trainer’s table with his hands dangling in his 
lap. 
Patiently and openly, he answered all the questions put to 
him about this Saturday night’s 15-round heavyweight title 
fight with little known Terry Daniels of Dallas. 
A fellow who knows Frazier and likes him, one who had 
listened to most of the champ’s answers, decided to cut out. 
He said so to the 28-year-old titleholder, then, as an af­ 
terthought, added: 
“ Don’t get hurt.” 
Joe Frazier, in the middle of answering somebody else’s 
question, heard the parting shot and suddenly drew his head 
back. 
“ By whom?” he wanted to know. 
'‘By anybody,” the guy said. “ It’s a rough world out there. 
You never know when you can get hurt by anything.” 
Joe Frazier brightened. Now he understood. 
“ Oh,” he said, “ you mean like I shouldn’t fall off my mo­ 
torcycle.” 
Frazier didn’t necessarily mean that to come out like a put- 
down of in over-his-head Terry Daniels but whether he meant 
it or not, he was spelling it out precisely the way it is. He 
has an appointment to go 15 rounds with Daniels at the River- 
gate Auditorium here Saturday night and the only possible 
way for any harm to befall him that evening is if he falls off 
his motorcycle. Barring that, Terry Daniels probably is the 
one who’ll need a little attention. 
“ I’m not fightin’ this fella to prove my condition, but to pay 
off a plantation I bought in Yamacee, S. C.,” said Frazier, 
who has been guaranteed $250,000. “ Don’t ask me how to spell 
Yamacee. It’s about 20 miles from Beaufort and I bought 365 
acres.

Frazier came right back. “ His last few 
fights he was outta shape and overweight. Everybody should 
see the weight hangin’ over his trunks.” 
“ Don’t you wanna fight him again?” 
“ I don’t have to fight him again,” Frazier said, haughtily. 
“ I’m the heavyweight champion of the world. Clay got to res­ 
pect me more than he’s doing. I don’t need him. He needs me. 
I think he's No. 2 or No. 3 now. That’s all.” 
“ Who’s no. 1? someone asked Frazier. 
“ George,” he said. “ George Foreman.” 
While all this was going on, Terry Daniels was sitting on his 
bed in the same hotel idly watching an old movie on the TV 
set. On a table in the room was a book Daniels said he al­ 
ready had read. It was psycho-cybernetics — a new teachnique 
for using your subconscious power. 
“ I’m fighting possibly the greatest heavyweight who ever 
lived,” said the 25-year-old Daniels thoughtfully, slowly. “ I’ve 
been living with this for eight weeks now.

He remembers when he told his wife, Karen, he 
was going to fight Frazier for the heavyweight championship 
of the world. She laughed at him, and told him to get off it.

Q — Ten years ago we bought 300 shares of Crutcher Re­ 
sources at $1 each. I am enclosing a notice for a stockholder’s 
meeting, guess we have lost our $300. We could use the money 
now that we are retired. Can you tell us anything on this 
stock? — E.S. 


A — Yes. First of all the proxy statement you received Is 
simply an announcement of an annual meeting where share­ 
holders will be asked to vote on routine corporate business. 
You will also be happy to know that your shares are trading 
OTC at Sy4-Sy2 making your investment worth about $2,475. 
Any one of the several brokers located in the nearest fair-size 
city would be able to sell your shares for you. 


Q — I hold a few shares of Transcontinental Investing. No 
dividend has been paid since 1963. Will this ever be a worth­ 
while investment?—W.S. 


A — The proposed merger into Omega-Alpha, James Ling’s 
newly formed company, adds speculative interest to your 
shares. Under the revised merger terms you would receive 
1.45 Omega-Alpha (OTC) common shares for each TIC 
(NYSE) share held. For a 100-share TIC investment currently 
worth about $475 you would receive $507 in O-A. Shareholders 
will be asked to vote on the proposed merger this month. 
Transcontinental Music, a phonograph record distributor, is 
the company’s primary source of revenues, although real es­ 
tate operations are expected to contribute more meaningfully in 
fiscal 1972. In the first fiscal quarter ended August 31, gross 
revenues remaiined substantially flat, while operating losses 
were lower year-to-year. While shares are not of investment 
quality, hold for possible speculative gains. 


Q — If it takes a supposedly reliable broker 3-to-4 months to 
deliver certificates, after several reminders, would it indicate 
some “hanky-panky” in their back office? What recourse do I 
have?—J.L. 


A — A 3-to-4 month lag in share delivery is par for the 
course and not indicative of any unethical practices. You 
should, however, bring this situation to the attention of your 
brokers compliance department.

Highly Sensitive System Enables Paralyzed Invalid To Do for Self

I should like to champion a cause that is too long for a 
bum per sticker and too insignificant for a protest m arch.

Underground Reporter Gets Support in Defying Probe 


NEW YORK (U PI-A n un­ 
derground free-lance reporter 
who refused to testify before 
a federal grand jury investi­ 
gating New Left activities in 
Tucson, Ariz., has won the 
support of the Association of 
American Publishers. 
The publishers group, rep­ 
resenting more than 260 pub­ 
lishing houses, will file an 
“amicus curiae,” or friend of 
the court brief today in the 
Ninth U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 
The case involves Thomas 
L. Miller, a free lance report­ 
er who has written under the 
name “Mad Funk Collective” 
for several underground ra­ 


dical newspapers. Miller re­ 
fused to testify and was up­ 
held by a federal district court 
j u d g e 
on 
constitutional 
grounds. The Justice Depart­ 
ment appealed to the circuit 
court. 
The publishers’ brief cites 
the case of New York Times 
reporter Earl Caldwell, who 
refused to testify before a 
grand jury about the Black 
Panthers, and says the gov­ 
ernment’s distinction between 
established newspapers 
and 
the underground press viol­ 
ates First Amendment rights 
to freedom of the press. 
The 
brief 
contends 
free 
lance writers have the same 


protection as regularly em­ 
ployed journalists. 
In addition, the brief said 
that free lance writers in re­ 
cent years have raised impor­ 
tant social 
issues, 
notably 
Rachael Carson’s book “ Silent 
Spring,” Ralph Nader’s “Un­ 
safe at Any Speed,” and Sey­ 
mour Hersh’s expose of the 
My Lai massacre in South 
Vietnam. 
“It is the government’s con­ 
tention that the Caldwell case 
should be limited . . . to report­ 
ers 
for 
established 
news­ 
papers, magazines, broadcas­ 
ters and wire services, and 
hence denied to free lance 
w r i t e r s , ” the brief said. 


“Such picking and choosing 
among the media to be af­ 
forded constitutional protec­ 
tion is contrary to the tenets 
of the First Amendment.”
